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FEEDING CATTLE OF DIFFERENT

the facts stated. 

It has long been an established fact 
that pounds of gain, other things being 


equal, are in inverse proportion to the | 


age of the steer, or for that matter, 
any other kind of live stock. The 
philosphy of this has often been ex- 
pounded in the Farmer. The reason 
why the young steer gains more than 
the old on the same kind of feeding is 
because, in the first place, the young 
animal has a greater capacity for 
digestion and assimilation,-and second 
and mainly, because it requires less 
food to run the machine. There is 
less surface, therefore less evapora- 
tion, less natural waste, and hence the 
necessity for less food to repair that 
waste. In all animals the gain is 
only the excess of the feed digested 
and assimilated over that required to 
run the machine, otherwise known as 
the food of support. 

On the other hand, the experienced 
feeder must remember that it requires 
more skill and knowledge of all the 
elements of the problem to feed calves 
than to feed yearlings, and more to 
feed yearlings than it does two-year- 
olds. In the same way it requires 
more skill to feed lambs than older 
sheep. They are easier to get off feed, 
and every feeder knows what it means 
to have animals get off feed during 
the finishing process. 

There is, however, a still more im- 
portant point. The profits of the cat- 
tle feeder consist largely of the in- 
crease in the price of the original 
weight. If a man starts out to feed 
1,000-pound cattle and buys them at 
a dollar a hundred less than the sell- 
ing price he has a margin of $10 a 
head on which to feed. He needs all 
this, and more, for it is very seldom 
that weight can be put on the mature 
animal at the price of the ‘crease. 
For example, it cost the Illinois Ex- 
periment Station 7.22 cents per pound 
to put gain on the two-year-olds re- 
cently sold at Chicago, while they 
brought but 6.25 cents. Had they solid 
at 5 cents, as thousands of matured 
cattle are doing today, there would 
have been a loss of 2.22 cents for every 
pound of gain. 

If a man starts in with calves weigh- 
ing about 400 pounds he must make 
the gain at approximately the price at 
which they are sold in the market. 
Therefore it is not safe to feed any 
but the very best calves. We mean 
by that the calves that have the best 
conformation, calves that have never 
been stunted in calfhood or at wean- 
ing time or by disease; in other words, 
that have never lost their calf fat and 
have never been allowed to go hungry. 
There is money in feeding this class 
of cattle, but only by feeding them to 
a finish. In short, the problem before 
the feeder of baby beef is to make 
the gain at practically the price at 
Which he sells the finished product. 
Otherwise it is useless for the inex- 
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The only thing to do is to select 
the best, and usually the farmer will 
have to raise them himself. Then 
keep them going from the beginning, 
gaining, always gaining, day by day. 
Then sell them thoroughly fat, not 
half fat, but thoroughly finished when 
from 900 to 1,100 pounds 
weight. There is perhaps less varia- 
tion in the price of this class of cattle 
than in any other in the market.

We do not understand whether our 
correspondent means north of the 
town of North Platte, Nebraska, or 
north of the North Piatte river in 
Nebraska. The high lands north of 
the town are not nearly so well 
adapted to the growing of alfalfa as 
the hard buffalo grass land on the 


south side of the South river. We 
have seen very fine alfalfa grown dur-

| DRY LAND AND ALFALFA SEED. 


A Missouri correspondent sends us 
a clipping from a Kansas paper stat- 
ing that the Hays City Experiment 
Station had discovered a new species 
of alfalfa that will grow on uplands, 
and wishes to know if it will grow on 
the tableland north of North Platte. 

We are not aware of any new species 


| of alfalfa, but we have no doubt at 


all but that alfalfa grown at the Hays 
City station for a number of years 
would give better results on similar 
land than alfalfa seed that had been 
grown under irrigation. The fact is 
that alfalfa grown under irrigation 
does not usually seed well. At least 
we have found that to be so in our 
experience; and most of the alfalfa 
seed on the market is therefore grown 
on rather high, dry land. Kansas 
farmers told us some years ago that 
they noticed quite a difference be- 
tween alfalfa from seed grown on the 








ing these wet years on the high table- 
lands south of North Platte, on what 
and now the experiment farms, the seed 
sown being mostly bought in the mar- 
ket from Wyoming, western Kansas, 
or Utah. We would not expect large 
crops in a dry year, but in a year like 
the three last a reasonable 
growth of alfalfa can be had on the 
tablelands as far west as the 100th 
meridian, which are usually covered 
with buffalo grass; and the chances 
for a seed crop are much better there 
than on the larger growth of alfalfa 
between the rivers. We would not 
expect similar results on the sandier 
lands.

An Iowa correspondent writes us 
that he has a mule which has a sore 
neck; says he has been doctoring it 
with a liniment for some time, but 
without satisfactory results.

THE COST OF BAD GOVERNMENT. 

The obligation to pay the cost of 
bad government is one of those which 
can not be evaded. Sooner or later 
the cost of bad government must be 
paid. The time of payment may be 
delayed, and usually is, but it finally 
must be paid, with penalty, interest, 
and costs. 

Philadelphia finds that she has to 
pay six million dollars, with a possi- 
bility or rather a certainty of having 
to pay other millions still, because her 
people allowed her local government 
to get into the hands of a corrupt gang 
of politicians with close affiliation 
with the corrupt gang that has con- 
trolled Pennsylvania ever since the 
days of Cameron. St. Louis hag found 
out how she has been robbed of 
franchises worth millions for a similar 
reason. New York has had more than 
one lesson of the same kind, but, un- 
fortunately, her people are slow to 
learn. Milwaukee and Minneapolis 
have had similar costly lessons. 

In fact, it may safely be stated that 
the people of the cities are paying 
from 15 to 40 per cent more taxes 
than is necessary simply because they 
tolerate bad government. Nor can 
any government be otherwise so long 
as it tolerates unrighteousness of any 
kind. A great many cities think they 
are getting rich because they make 
the liquor interests contribute to their 
taxes, forgetful of the fact that it costs 
more to punish the crime and relieve 
the want caused by the liquor inter- 
ests than the revenue amounts to. No 
good government can be built on vice 
or wrong doing of any kind. 

Nor does this principle apply solely 
to civil government in city, state, or 
nation. The insurance companies of 
the United States are paying indirect- 
ly large sums because the business 
has been so handled at the great com- 
mercial centers of the nation that men 
could live in luxury and ostentation 
on the trust funds of widows and 
orphans. In other words, companies 
that have handled their business 
wisely help pay the loss caused by the 


| misdeeds of others. 


Whether in business or government 
we are members one of another. If 
one member suffers, all members suf- 
fer with it or through it; and if the 
business or government is not proper- 
ly managed, the innocent must inevit- 
ably suffer with the guilty. It is the 


| penalty we pay for failure in the dis- 





charge of our duty to obey the funda- 
mental laws of righteousness, whether 
in government or any line of business. 
This fact has been stated in proverbs 
from age to age: “The mills of the 


| gods grind slowly, but they grind ex- 
| ceeding fine.”

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HOW TO SELECT READING 
MATTER. 


The season of the year is approach- 
ing when farmers will select the bulk 
of their reading matter for the year 
to come, and possibly a few sugges- 
tions on that subject may not be 
amiss. Inasmuch as the price paid 
for reading matter is a very small 
proportion of the total cost, it is im- 
portant to select it with special care. 
The time required to read it is much 
the larger element of the cost. Where 
time is of no value it matters less 
what you read. 

Farmers as a rule are pretty shrewd 
buyers of everything except reading 
matter. Many of them are disposed 
to select their reading matter on the 
basis of cheapness, a method which 
they do not. follow in any other de- 
partment of their work. “Canners” 
are cheap, but no farmer buys them 
for the feed lot on that account. The 
farmer does not buy horses because 
they are cheap. He inquires what 
service they can do, and while he 
wants to get the most for his money 
and is unwilling to pay too much for 
his whistle, yet he keeps in view all 
the time the service that can be 
secured. Farmers do not buy land be- 
cause it costs but a few dollars an 
acre. They want to know what the 
land will produce, and have no hesita- 
tion in paying even as high as one 
hundred dollars per acre for a first- 
class farm in preference to paying 
thirty or forty for a poor one. In 
buying almost everything else but 
reading matter the farmer realizes 
that the cheapest is very frequently 
the dearest. Neither do they in any 
other department of their work allow 
people to force goods on them. They 
understand distinctly that when the 
seller attempts to force goods of any 
kind on them these goods are not 
salable at a cash price, and therefore 
at once become suspicious. 

How, then, should the farmer select 
his reading matter? If he is selecting 
it simply for amusement he wants 
to get the most fun for his money. 
If he is selecting for instruction, for 
real help in farming, he needs to be 
particularly careful; for real, practical 
information pertaining to live topics 
on farm work is not cheap and is ac- 
quired only by long years of study 
and actual experience. The paper that 
can give the farmer real help on prob- 
lems that he must solve each year is 
cheap at any price, however high. 
There is nothing of more value than 
ideas, and ideas that are thoroughly 
tested are always costly, because the 
result of long years of study and ex- 
perience. Whenever a book or paper 
purporting to give instruction in farm- 
ing is forced on the public, this in 
itself is sufficient evidence that it 
should at least be regarded with 
suspicion, that is should be taken 
merely on trial and its actual value 
thoroughly tested. 

In selecting papers one may well 
take into account the character of the 
advertising matter. The farmer is 





interested not merely in the reading 
matter, but in the advertisements. If 
a paper carries a very high class of 
advertising it may be assumed at 
once that it has the patronage of high 
class farmers, and that they have 
found by long experience that it is 
worthy of their patronage. If it car- 
ries fake advertisements, advertise- 
ments that appeal to the gambling in- 
stinct, such as dot contests, gold 
mines, oil wells, it may be assumed 
at once that the reading matter is of 
comparatively little value and that it 
appeals to a poorer class of farmers. 

Again, much depends on the appear- 
ance of the paper. If it is printed on 
good paper, with illustrations that 
cost money, it is safe to assume that 
many thousands of good farmers have 
found it profitable to subscribe for it. 
If it stops when the time is out one 
need scarcely ask any questions, for 
in this case the paper would go out 
of existence inside of two years if a 
large contingent of farmers had not 
by long experience found it to be 
worth the money. 

In selecting papers of any kind that 
are circulated outside of the county 
in which they are printed one should 
always make a definite bargain that 
the paper will stop when the time is 
out. Farmers are pestered to death 
by having papers forced upon them, 
and it is largely their own fault. If 
tney would simply refuse to sub- 
scribe to any paper except for a 
definite term, thus giving them an 
opportunity to clean up every year, 
there would be no further complaints 
about the mails being loaded up with 
trash. 





THE FARM HORSE AND THE 
MARKET HORSE. 


The farmer who expects to grow 
draft horses for sale must make up 
his mind that they are not exactly 
the best type of horse for farm work. 
They are of no use in going to town 
unless taught to walk briskly. They 
are not the best animal for farm work, 
such as plowing corn or harrowing, 
or any other kind of work that re- 
quires rather quick action. For these 
purposes the twelve or thirteen hun- 
dred pound horse is better than the 
heavier drafter of sixteen or seventeen 
hundred pounds, 

The unfortunate thing, however, is 
that these horses under fourteen hun- 
dred pounds are not usually good gell- 
ers in the market. Hence the farmer 
must make up his mind that he can 
not have the all-purpose horse and 
at the same time get draft prices. The 
farmer who really likes the coach and 
roadster horses and knows how to 
work them will find these quite as 
suitabie for most work on the farm 
as the heavy draft horse; for all kinds 
of work, in fact, except heavy plow- 
ing. 

For the farmer who has a large 
amount of work to do and wishes get 
the value of the full time of the horse 
stock probably the best way is not 
to grow horses at all, but mules, and 
not even to grow them, but buy them 
when colts, yearlings or two-year- 
olds, in order to keep up the horse 
stock on his farm. Whatever kind of 
horses he determines to grow, how- 
ever, he should go at it intelligently 
and with plans that run through sev- 
eral years, taking into account the 
character of the land. We don’t ad- 
vise persons on poor land or on very 
hilly, rough land, to understake to 
grow the draft horse. All the world 
over the draft horse is found on the 
richer agricultural lands, lands that 
grow big grass. 

The demand for these horses varies, 
of course, with the periods of pros- 
perity and adversity. When manu- 
facturing interests are prospering 
there will always be a demand for 
draft horses. As no one can foresee 
these periods of prosperity, the only 
thing to do is to breed right along 
and take the fat years with the lean. 

The farmer on good land that grows 
big grass can grow a draft horse to 
two years old, barring the service fee, 
considerably cheaper than he can grow 
the steer calf to the same age, and 
he can fit him for market at a frac- 
tion of the cost for which he can fit 
the steer. Hence there is good money 
for the man who can obtain the serv- 
ices of a first-class stallion, or own 
one himself, who will use brood mares 
exclusively on his farm, keeping about 
50 per cent more than is necessary 
to do the work, and grow these colts 
from year to year. We know of no 
surer or safer money than this; but 
he must grow good ones. He must 
have his farm fenced so as to reduce 
the cost of damage from wire cuts 
to the minimum, and must know how 
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to feed his colts during the first win- 
ter so as to carry out his own ideas 
in selecting their parentage. 





THE PRESIDENT ON RAILROAD 
RATE LEGISLATION. 


It is said by the Washington corre- 


spondents that the president’s mess-. 


age is about completed, and a sum- 
mary of its leading points is now be- 
ing given, apparently through author- 
ized channels. It appears that the 
president in his message points out in 
great detail the evils that now exist 
and demand rectification. 

In dealing with the rate question 
the-remedy which he proposes is not 
in any way different from that which 
he proposed a year ago, namely, that 
the interstate commerce commission 
shall be authorized, in declaring a 
rate to be unreasonable, to declare at 
the same time what is a reasonable 
maximum rate, and at the same time 
to make an order, putting it into effect 
as soon as possible. He would re- 
serve the right of the company to 
appeal to the federal court, that de- 
cision to be final and a reasonable 
maximum rate being meanwhile in 
force. It will be noticed that the pres- 
ident says nothing about a court at- 
tachment to the commission, which in 
any form is intended to defeat the 
very ends and objects of the commis- 
sion. 

A great many people have suspected 
that the president has been weaken- 
ing. From what we are given to un- 
derstand from his message he is not 
only not weakening, but is more de- 
termined than ever to obtain this 
essential reform. Meanwhile he has 
taken steps to enforce the Elkins law 
against rebates in a most effective 
manner, particularly in two instances. 
It appears that the Pabst Brewing 
Company, of Milwaukee, have organ- 
ized a company composed of them- 
selves and the employes of those 
whom they are controlling, and 
through this company receive rebates 
from the railroads. _The president is 
determined to stop this method of ob- 
taining rebates, similar to that in- 
augurated by the International Har- 
vester Company and the steel trust. 

The president has also ordered 
prosecution of the Terminal Company 
of St. Louis, which affects every rail- 
road east of St. Louis, and will, if suc- 
cessful, break up an illegal and unlaw- 
ful combination controlling all traffic 
eastward from that point. 





BREEDING WITH A DEFINITE 
PURPOSE. 


The greatest trouble with the breed- 
ing carried on on the farms is that 
it lacks definite purpose, and lacking 
this one thing lacks everything. 
Breeding animals is not a matter of 
guess work, not an accident, and can 
be successful only by the use of brains. 

The first thing for the farmer to 
determine is what kind of live stock 
he will make the main feature on his 
farm—horses, cattle, sheep, or hogs— 
and the place that he will give to sub- 
ordinate features. To illustrate: If 
a farmer intends to make milk produc- 
tion the main feature of his farm, he 
should develop a breed of cows that 
will give a paying quantity of milk. 
If he is on a small farm, has to buy 
considerable of his feed, wants to 
make fancy butter-making his 
specialty, has a market for it, and 
eares little or nothing about beef pro- 
duction, then he should by all means 
use the special purpose dairy breeds. 
If he has broad, flat, rich lands like 
they have in Holland, capable of grow- 
ing big grass, there is nothing better 
for him than the Holstein. If his land 
is more rolling, produces less grass 
but of finer quality, as rolling lands 
do, then there is nothing better for 
him than the Jersey. If he has rolling 
lands that will produce a large quan- 
tity of rich grass and his climate is 
severe, as in the more northern sec- 
tions of the country, then the Ayrshire 
is probably the best cow, provided he 
can secure sires readily. 

Whatever breed he selects he should 
stick to the one breed. Don’t cross 
Ayrshire with Jersey, nor either of 
them with Holstein. Select the breed 
for its adaptation to your purpose, 
and then stick to it. In selecting 
sires select only pure bred _ sires. 
Don’t be tempted to buy a grade be- 
cause it is a good looker, or because it 
has all the marks of the breed. You 
can’t depend upon grade breeding. 
Occasionally you will find one that 
breeds up, but you don’t know it until 
you try it, and you can’t afford to take 
the risk. Buy only animals that you 
know are pure bred. Then buy sires

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THE PHILOSOPHY OF CURRYING 
HORSES. 

When the editor of Wallaces’ 
Farmer was a boy he could not under- 
stand why colts running in the pas- 
ture grew and thrived without curry- 
ing, and why it was strongly insisted 
upon by paternal authority that horses 
in the stable should be curried thor- 
oughly at least once a day, and twice 
a day if they had been sweating freely 
n the field. We presume a good many 
boys are inclined to take the view that 
we' did of it at that time—that curry- 


ing horses was done entirely for 
show. 
The philosophy that underlies the 


practice of grooming horses, however, 
lies deeper than this. A horse that 
is running on grass and doing nothing 
takes more exercise than is neces- 
sary to gather his feed. This feed is 
largely laxative and its debris, the 
excretions of the system, are carried 
off mainly by the kidneys and bowels. 
If, however, a horse is stabled and 
doing work, especially hard or fast 
work, work that brings the sweat, the 
secretions of the glands of the skin 
are enormously increased. To do fast 
work he must be fed on dry, highly 
nutritious feed, and this again in- 
creases the secretions of the skin 
Hence the philosophy of currying is 
to assist nature by artificial means to 
get rid of these increased secretions 
to prevent clogging the pores of the 
skin and consequent injury to health. 

The farm horse needs less currying 
than the driving horse, for the reason 
that he is generally less highly fed, 
gets green feed in summer at night, 
while the horse that is driven and 
is fed on highly nutritious feed must 
be curried if he is to keep in health. 
A horse can’t be in health unless he 


has a healthy skin. This is shown 
by the appearance of the hair. If the 
skin is unhealthy, the coat is harsh 


and dry. 

Currying is to the horse what bath- 
ing is to the man. In fact, where 
bathing facilities are lacking, as they 
are in many country homes, the health 


.of the family would be very greatly 
improved if they would use a good 


stiff brush and curry themselves just 
as they curry the horses, then follow 
it up with a sponge bath, using first 
warm, then cold water in winter, and 
warm water alone in summer. If you 
want to keep cool in the summer use 
hot water after using the brush. You 
will then understand the philosophy 
of currying the horse, and take care 
of your own health. 


TUBERCULOSIS AMONG CATTLE. 


An Illinois correspondent writes 
that his cattle have not been doing 
well for some time, and he thinks it 
is possible that they may have tuber- 
culosis. He wishes an answer to the 
following questions: 

“Can an inexperienced 
ply the tuberculin test? Where can 
the tuberculin be procured, and what 
would be the expense involved in ap- 
plying it to thirty-three head? What 
can be done for those that react but 
have no further symptoms of the dis- 
ease? If some of them react and 
others do not, would it be safe after 
removing those that react to keep 
those that do not and buy others im- 
mediately after removing those that 
react?” 

We would not trust 
enced person to apply 
test. In order to apply it the tem- 
perature of each individual anima! 
must be taken for two days previous, 
so as to determine the normal tem- 
perature of the animal. It must also 
be taken for two days afterwards, 
preferably at the same hour of the 
day in each case, in order to deter- 
mine if there is any abnormal rise in 
temperature. It should therefore be 
done by a competent veterinarian, 
who can tell where the tuberculin 
can be prooured and the expense in- 
olved. When tuberculin was first 
introduced the cost was thirty-five 
ents per head. It is probably 
much cheaper now. In the case of 
cows care should be taken that none 
of them are in heat at the time. They 
should be handled in such a way that 
here would be no temporary rise in 
temperature. 

Until the farmer suspects that he 
has tuberculosis in his herd he is 
usually indifferent to all that the agri- 
cultural papers may say. But when 
he once suspects it he is apt to be- 
come unduly alarmed. Tuberculosis 
loes not spread very rapidly among 
cattle unless they are closely confined 
and near each other in badly venti- 
lated stables. Nor does tuberculosis 
immediately’ manifest itself in any 


person ap- 


an inexperi- 
the tuberculin 
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outward symptoms. In fact, it is only 
when it becomes generalized, that is, 
spread through the entire system, that 
it is followed by loss of flesh, a star- 
ing coat, and the appearance peculiar 
to a consumptive man. 

The thing to do with animals that 
react, in case they are ordinary stock, 
is to fatten them and sell them in 
the market. All cattle sold in the 
great markets are now subject to 
post-mortem inspection. Unless the 
disease has become generalized it 
does not interfere in any way with 
the healthfulness of the meat. So 
long as it affects only the offal, such 
as the lungs, entrails, etc., and does 
not affect the muscles or flesh, the 
meat of the tuberculous animal is 
quite as good as that of any other. 
We have all eaten of it many a time. 

If the animals are pure bred and of 
great value, we would not hesitate to 
breed them until they had passed 
their usefulness, and would then fat- 
ten and sell them, keeping them, how- 
ever, entirely separate from the non- 


reacting or healthy herd. This is no 
mere theory, but the results of the 
experiments conducted by Dr. Bang, 


of Denmark, and others who have in 
time gotten rid of the disease without 
any very serious loss. 

After disposing in this way of the 
reacting herd, we would clean out the 
stables and whitewash them, and in- 
troduce other cattle without hesita- 
tion, provided they have been sub- 
jected to the tuberculin test and did 
not react. Tuberculosis is a germ dis- 
ease and can not occur in a herd, no 
matter what the conditions are, un- 
less the germ of tuberculosis has been 
introduced through the purchase of 
infected cattle. 


SULPHUR ON SEED CORN. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“T have had some trouble with mice 
in my seed corn and have sprinkled 
sulphur in it. It seems to keep them 
out, but I would like to know if there 
is any danger of the sulphur injuring 
the germination.” 

This is a new one. We come across 
new ideas and problems every little 
while. We have inquired of a Des 
Moines seed house and they tell us 
that they have used sulphur effectively 
to keep mice away from small seeds, 
and have never had any complaints 
of the vitality being injured. 

What do our readers know of this 
from practical experience? ivery 
day we are having it impressed upon

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN FREIGHT 
RATES. 


We notice that the railway literary 
bureau is from time to time publishing 
in papers in which it can secure its 
insertion as editorial or news matter 
a comparison of English and American 
freight rates. The object of this com- 
parison is to show the American farm- 
er that he has the cheapest~ freight 
rates in the world and therefore ought 
to quit grumbling. 

There is no proper. basis of cam- 
parison between the freight rates of 
the English railroads and the Amer- 
ican. The two are scarcely compar- 
able at all, for the following reasons: 
The English railroad lines are all 
short, limited to the area of the “tight 
little island,” and hence the element 
of the cost of getting the business is 
very large. It costs just as much to 
get business for a fifty-mile haul as it 
does for a three thousand mile haul, 
and this getting the business is one 
of the most expensive things in con- 
nection with railroad management. 
Hence the rate for a short haul should 
always be larger proportionately than 
for a long one; and the longer the 
hau] the cheaper the rate per ton per 
mile should be. 

Second: English freight rates in- 
clude delivery of the goods to the store 
or residence of the consigneé; in other 
words, includes drayage, which for a 
short haul is a by no means inconsid- 
erable proportion of the total cost. 

Third: Inasmuch as about two- 
thirds of the English railroad busi- 
is passenger and but one-third 
there has been no improve- 
in their cars, or, as 
“wagons.” The aver- 
age freight car in England carries 
from eight to ten tons. To-greatly in- 
crease the height and size of the car 
would necessitate changing all the

As we have stated, the United 
States has the cheapest long distance 
freight rates in the world. On ac- 
count of the length of the haul, the 
absence of delivery or drayage, the 
size of the cars, and the magnitude of 
the business, she is entitled to it. We 
might add that with these rates she 
has the most profitable railroads in 
the world, and the men who operate 
them are justly entitled to good 
profits. 


FEEDING THE BREEDING EWE. 


Quite a number of our readers are 
for the first time undertaking to 
handle a few sheep, usually a herd of 
breeding ewes of from twenty-five to 
fifty. We are anxious for them to 
make a success of it, and therefore 
venture to drop a hint as to how they 
should be fed during the winter. 

Don’t feed your breeding ewes very 


much corn, and don’t feed them tim- 
othy hay if you can help it. You say: 
What then? Clover hay, no matter 


what price it is, should be one of the 
main feeds for the breeding ewe, Corn 
fodder, where it can be had, or sor- 
ghum, should be another; and the third 
should be sheaf oats. If ewes are fed 


these three feeds alternately there 
will be no trouble at lambing time 
from either a scarcity of milk, or 


garget, otherwise caked udders. And 
if they are otherwise well handled and 
well mated there will be a fine flock 
of healthy lambs 

Why not feed corn? 
is entirely too heating. Why not tim- 
othy hay? Because timothy hay is 
constipating. Besides, neither of them 
furnish the materials out of which the 
ewe can manufacture a first-class 
lamb. She can not make bricks with- 
out straw. 

Now, as to shelter: Remember that 
the ewe carries a fleece and therefore 


Because corn 





is not likely to get cold. So do not 
put her in a close, poorly ventilated 
stable with the idea that you are do- 
ing her a kindness. Remember that 
this fleece will hold water if it falls 
on it, which must be evaporated 
through the heat of the ewe. There- 
fore, don’t expose your ewes to cold 
winter rains. Snow does not hurt 
them unless wet or damp, because dry 
suow will blow off and can be shaken 


off. 

Another thing: Give the ewe plenty 
of exercise. No pregnant animal can 
thrive without plenty of exercise. 

Where the farmer has only timothy 
or prairie hay to feed the ewes, wheat 
bran and oats in equal quantities, with 
one-eighth as much oil meal as the 
two together, will help balance up 
the ration. Half a pound a day of 
this mixture will usually be a suffi- 
cient feed. If ewes are managed in 
this way there is no reason why they 
should not be among the most profit- 
able class of live stock on the farm.

A Nebraska subscriber writes: 

“I have twenty-five yearling steers 
at the present time that will average 
about 700 pounds, and about twenty- 
five calves that will weigh from 350 
to 500 pounds My idea is to keep 
these cattle in good growing condi- 
tion this winter, put them on pasture 
next summer, and feed. I figure the 
yearlings ought to be fit to sell by 
August or September and the calves 
by November or December. What do 
you think about it?” 

Our correspondent would find this 
a profitable manner to handle the year- 
lings, if he has good roughness and 
can keep them growing right along 
until March or April, beginning the 
feeding of grain as soon as the weather 
gets soft in the spring when the cat- 
tle are not doing so well.

BALANCED RATIONS IN THE 
FEED LOT. 


The harvest past; the summer is 
ended. The crops will soon be in the 
barn and the crib. Some will be sold 
on the world’s markets, some to be 
fed out by other farmers. The great 
bulk of the farm products, however, 
especially the corn in the central west, 
is used as feed for live stock of dif- 
ferent kinds; and the farmer who 
thus uses his crops as feed should 
study quite as closely during the win- 
ter months how to get the most out of 
it as he has studied and labored dur- 
ing the summer months to produce it. 

If any one man had the amount of 
feed that is wasted even in a single 
state in a single year he would lay 
the foundation for a fortune which 
eventually be compared with

others, is that they must be pushed 
from the start. We handled a bunch 
of calves the present season in much 
the same way that he suggests. They 
weighed almost 400 pounds in De- 
cember and we roughed them through 
until February before feeding any 
grain and then began a light grain 
ration, gradually increasing until they 


were on full feed about May 15th. 
They were on excellent pasture all 
the time. Owing to an accident on 


the farm we were compelled to ship 
these calves the first week in Novem- 
ber. They were not ripe at this time 
and sold for a dollar a hundred less 
than they would have had they been 
in proper condition. They should have 
had two to three months more feed- 
ing to put them in the best shape for 
the market. If we had begun crowd- 
ing these calves on grain in December 
we could have gotten them in shape 
to sell to excellent advantage by Sep- 
tember 15th to October ist, and they 
would have brought us at that time 
a dollar to a dollar and fifty cents 
more per hundred than they sold for 
in November. The man who wants to 
make “baby beef” can not take any 
half way measures. The calves must 
be pushed from the start. If they are 
raised on the farm it will be well to 
get them to eating grain before they 
are weaned. If they are bought at 
weaning time get them started on 
grain just as quick as possible and

We don’t mean that farmers should 
be chemists, or that they should feed 
rations balanced with perfect ac- 
curacy. They can not if they would. 
They should not always do so if they 
could. A balanced ration is not a mat- 
ter of mathematical accurac?. In 
fact, it does not always pay to feed 
even a chemically balanced ration; but 
every farmer should have a working 
knowledge of the nutritive elements 
of the different kinds of feed grown 
on his farm. He should also have a 
working knowledge of the require- 
ments of every kind of animal that 
he grows. He should know in a broad, 
general way what rations are best 
adapted to young things, whether calf, 
pig, or colt, and dairy cow or work 
horse, fattening steers or hogs in the 
feeding pen. 

This knowledge is not at all diffi- 
cult to obtain for any man who takes 
a first-class agricultural paper, or who 
reads the best authorities on feeds and 
feeding. For example: The two 
grand divisions in the classes of feed 
raised on the farm are muscle makers 
and fat formers or heat producers. 
The young animal is making bone and 
muscle, and growing a frame. He 
therefore needs feeds that will de 
velop him in that line as rapidly as 
possible. The dairy cow is producing 
a calf and milk, and therefore requires 
much the same sort of a ration in 
a general way as the young and grow- 
ing animal. The horse at work is 
expending muscle, wearing it out, and 
he needs a feed not exactly the same 
or composed of the same materials, 
but of the same general character. 
The steer that is being finished for 
the market, especially if he be fully 
grown, demands an entirely different 
ration. So does the sheep and the 
hog that is being finished. 

Corresponding to these two well de- 
fined classes of animals, those that 
are producing flesh and milk and those 
that are being finished, there is a 
like division between the kinds of 
grains and feeds grown on the farm. 
Among the carbohydrate feeds, that 
is, feeds that have more carbohydrates 
and fats than is good for the young 
animal, may be mentioned all _ the 
straws, sorghum, timothy, corn fodder 
and corn in al) its forms. Among the 
roughage that may be classed as flesh- 
forming may be mentioned alfalfa

the clovers, and such 
concentrates as bran, shorts, cotton 
seed meal and oil meal. Oats come 
very near being a balanced ration in 
themselves, more nearly so than any 
other kind of feed. Barley does not 
differ from oats very widely, but is 
less palatable and hence less desirable. 

No one class of feed is entirely a 
flesh former, or a heat maker, or fat 
former. The highest skill of the farm- 
er lies in combining feeds which will 
meet his present wants, taking into 
account the price, for it sometimes 
pays to feed a ration somewhat out 
of balance, provided it can be bought 
very cheaply. It frequently pays to 
sell one class of feed and buy another, 
although as a rule every farmer should 
aim to grow feeds of sufficient variety 
so that he can make out of them a 
balanced ration. 

This much simply to start our read- 
ers to thinking who have not gone 
into this subject very deeply. We 
shall take up the matter more in de- 
tail in future issues.

It is too early to state whether the 
government will appeal the case. As 
we see it, the practical conclusion of 
the decision is that if a large corpora- 
ion, Whether trust or otherwise, 
bunches its traffic and plays one road 
against the other, getting business 
lone as near as possible at the cost 
of doing it, such a procedure is sus- 
tained by law, is just, reasonable, and 
right. In other words, it is all right 
for railroads to do the business of 
large corporations at bare cost, while 
compelling the farmers, and other 
classes that can not co-operate, to fur- 
nish the profits. 

This may be good law—a federal 
judge ought to know whether it is or 
not—but it seems to the farmer and 
to the smali dealer a long distance 
from equity. We may have something 
further to say about this decision in 
the future. 

PREPARE FOR WINTER. 

There is always a good deal of work 
necessary at the approach of winter, 
and, unfortunately, where there is a 
large corn crop, there is frequently 
not very much time to do it. There 
s the banking up to be done about 
he stables, and the barn yard needs 
to be free from manure. There are 
new sheds to be built, new fences to 
make, and a thousand other things 
which it would be as impossible as it 
is needless to mention.

MAKING BABY BEEF. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 
“We have fifty calves we wish to 
ish for the June market Half of 
m are good grade Hereford steers 
he balance Polled Durham heifers 
Ve are feeding at present a ration of 
shelled corn and oats, equal parts 
Vould you advise crushing ear corn 
nstead of shelled corn, and adding 
ome oil meal at $30 per ton, and 
shorts at $18 per ton? We have good 
timothy clover and blue grass pas- 
re, also good clover hay, and feed 
grain and hay all inside of the cattle 
mm «6during the winter. Or would 
you advise me not to feed them for 
irket at their weight and age?” 
Whether to feed these calves or not 
a question our correspondent must 
termine for himself. He does not 
give the weight but we presume it 
Will be close around four hundred 
pounds. At this weight he ought to 
I able to make the calves gain 


cely right along, and have them in 





fine shape for marketing by the latter 
part of June or in July. There is one 
advantage in feeding a bunch of stuff 
of this kind, and that is if the mar- 
ket conditions are not satisfactory 
in June or July they can be held until 
August or September and get better 
right along. 

With regard to the ration, if our 
correspondent intends to grind or can 
grind without much extra expense, we 
believe it will pay him to grind ear 
corn and feed the corn cob meal with 
the oats rather than the shelled corn. 
He does not give the price of oats 
with him, but if they are reasonable 
enough to justify him in feeding with 
the corn, we would not advise him to 
add either oil meal or shorts at the 
prices named. With a ration of 
shelled corn and oats, or corn cob 
meal and oats, and clover hay, he 
ought to make very satisfactory and 
economical gains. The important 
thing is to keep the calves going right 
along until they are ready for market. 
Our correspondent states that he is 
not experienced in feeding calves. 
It requires more skill to do a first- 
class job in feeding calves than older 
steers. The thing to do is to watch 
them closely and feed no more than 
they will clean up twice a day. 


FILTERS FOR CISTERNS. 

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“What kind of a filter is best for 
a cistern? They use two kinds in this 
neighborhood: One is made on top 
of the ground or even with the ground, 
and filled with charoal or sand. The 
other is an arch in the bottom, made 
out of brick. With the latter a chain 
pump can not be used.” 

Those who have had experience in 
the matter of filters tell us that the 
best filter which can be made is the 
arch of brick in the bottom. The force 
and pressure drives the water through 
the brick, retaining the sediment and 
impurities, and thus filtering the 
water most effectively. Under these 
circumstances we think it would be 
well to dispense with the chain pump, 
running the pipe of the pump into 
the brick filter and cementing tightly 
around it. 





Funk Brothers, of Illinois, hold an 
annual plowing match which always 
great interest not only 
among the college people and the 
farmers’ institute people, but among 
the farmers in that part of the state.

It would be no 
small help to the cause of agriculture 
if plowing matches could be instituted 
in every county in every state in our 
territory.

growth, some of them being ten feet 
high. They have not been protected 
heretofore. Do you think they are too 
large to be laid down? We would have 
a little straw to cover them with, but 
will not cornstalks do as well? How 
would it be to put a corn shock around 
each tree?” 

If our correspondent had begun the 
first winter and laid down these trees 
carefully he would have had no 
trouble in continuing the practice. 
Since they have not been laid down 


heretofore it would hardly be practical 
to lay them down after they have at- 
tained the present height. We see no 
reason why a shock of cornstaiks set 
around each tree would not afford 
plenty of protection.

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THE IOWA CENSUS. 
As our readers are well aware, the 


lowa state census is taken midway 
between those of the Uaited States, 
which are taken in decimal years. 
The entire returns of the census taken 
in 1905 will be ready for publication 
in a few days, and from the advance 
sheet we give our readers some inter- 
esting information connected with 
Iowa agriculture. 

The entire number of farms owned 
by occupants is 138,224, or an average 
of about 144 acres per farm. The 
average value of these farms is about 
$47 per acre, while the value of the 
buildings per farm is about $1,583, and 
the farm implements about $200. 

There are 70,939 farms occupied by 
renters. The number of acres per 
farm average about 158, with a value 
of about $45 per acre. The average 
value of the buildings is about $1,200, 
value of implements about $190. 

The value of the entire 33,128,109 
acres included in the farms is $55.80 
per acre, while the total value of farm 
property is given at $1,829,089,792. 

There are 93,651 farms owned by 
native born white farmers, and 4,020 
managed by native born white farm- 
ers. There are 56,358 farms rented by 
native white farmers, of which 31,581 
are cash rent, 19,770 share rent, and 
5,507 part cash and part share. There 
are 40,007 farms owned and 620 man- 
aged by foreign born white farmers; 
and 14,568 rented, of which 10,154 are

NINETY-DAY FEEDING. 


Professor Mumfor¢, <i the I[llin“is 
Agricultural College, last week mar- 
keted thirty-four steers which aver- 
aged 1,313 pounds in weight and so'd 
in Chicago at $5.60 per hundredweight 
These steers had been fed ninety days. 
They were bought in Chicago the las‘ 
week in August, at which time thev 
weighed 1,073 pounds and cost $4.25 
They were fed in two lots, both of 
which received the same feed, but pre 
pared in different ways, one lot being 
fed in the usual manner which pre 
vails in the feeding belt and the other 
being fed chopped hay with which a 
grain ration was mixed, the whole be 
ing fed through a self-feeder, to which 
the cattle could go at all times. Full 
details on this method of feeding will 
doubtless be given in the bulletin 
which will shortly be issued on this 
experiment. The steers made an 
average gain of 3.15 pounds per day, 
based on the weights after they 
reached the feed yards. They con- 
sumed an average per day per steer 
of 20 pounds of corn meal, 3.2 pounds

for cash fent, 2.999 share rent, and 
1,415 cash and share rent. The total 
number of farms owned, managed, and 
rented by foreign born white farmers 
is 55,095, or a little over one-fourth 
of the total number of farms in the 
state. Colored farmers do not figure 
largely in this census report, but 
twenty-one owning farms, three man- 
age them, and thirteen rent, of which 
nine are for cash, three shares, and 
one for cash and share.

DR. MELVIN APPOINTED. 


The stockmen of the west will be 
glad to know that Dr. A. D. Melvin 
has been appointed chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. With the 
resignation of Dr. Salmon there was 
an insistent demand from the stock- 
men of the country that the next chief 
should be not only thoroughly compe- 
tent to administer all the affairs of 
the department but should in addi- 
tion have a practical knowledge of the 
live stock conditions of the west. 
Western stogkmen have been very 
much hampered in the conduct 
of their business by the unnecessary 
and ill-advised restrictions in the 
handling of live stock during the past 
two years. Mr. Melvin has had con- 
siderable experience in the west of 
recent years as agent of the depart- 
ment, and his appointment will be re- 
ceived with great satisfaction by the 
stockmen. He is not only a _ thor- 
oughly competent veterinarian, but 
has a practical knowledge of how live 
stock is handled and of the troubles 
which confront the stockmen. He is 
a graduate of the Chicago Veterinary 
College; was for some time assistant 
veterinarian in Illinois, later being 
stationed at Chicago in connection 
with the Bureau of Animal Industry

I build a fire occasionally for 
drying the corn.. My wife heats the 
wash water on that stove on wash 
days, and talks ‘of washing in the 
kitchen when the weather gets colder 
Do you think the steam will be in- 
jurious to the seed corn. I have told 
her several times that I thought it 
would be safer not to wash in there, 
as there is lots of steam.” 

In this case it seems to be a ques- 
tion as to whether the wife or the 
seed corn should occupy the summer 
kitchen. It is quite evident that if 
she is to wash there during the winter 
the seed corn will have to be moved 
out. Seed corn when perfectly dry 
will take up an immense amount of 
moisture from a steam laden at 
mosphere, and if freezing weather 
should follow we are afraid this seed 
corn would not grow. 

We think the wife is entitled to the 
kitchen to wash in during the winter, 
and our correspondent must get some 
other place for his seed corn. We ad- 
vise him to keep up a good fire for a 
week between washings, keep the win 
dows open so as to have thorough 
ventilation, and then sack up his corn 
and put it somewhere else. Frost will 
not hurt it provided it is thoroughly 
dry. It is the combination of moisture 
and freezing that injures seed corn 


PLOWING CLOVER SOD. 


An Iowa farmer writes us that he 
has some clover sod which he expects 
to put in corn next year, and sa) 
that he has been thinking of plowing 
it shallow this fall and then plow 
deeper in the spring He wants to 
know if this method will save labor 
in the spring and produce a bette 
crop than to plow in the ordinary way 
next spring. 

We see no advantage whatever in 
plowing clover shallow in the fall and 
then plowing it deeper the next 
spring, but a number of disadvantages 
We would plow it this fall, if the fall 
lasts long enough, going a little deeper 
than it has been plowed before, so as 
to give full opportunity for the frost 
to get in its work. Then put on the 
disk after the frost is out in the spring 
and disk at intervals of a week or ten 
days, when the ground is fit, until it 
is time to plant the corn. 

Bear in mind that the one object 
in plowing is to get the soil in proper 
physical condition for a crop, and that 
in doing so we should avail ourselves 
of all the help that we can get from 
nature. If you get the ground plowed

THISTLES IN CLOVER HAY. 


A northwestern Iowa correspondent 
writes: 

“A neighbor of mine cut and put 
up a piece of clover, part of which 
was thick with thistles three to four 
feet high, and now wishes to sell me 
the hay. Please state what effect if 
any the thistles will have on cattle 
and colts that run to the stacks and 
are fed the hay.” 

We think that 


ordinary cattle and 





colts will have sense enough to let the 
thistles alone, and therefore would not 
fear any particular damage. The hay, 


however, is seriously damaged. This 
year a thistle appeared in some of 
the clover fields, growing quite 
straight and four or five feet high, 
with a stiff, very heavy stalk which 
would weigh almost like wood. In 
buying this hay we would have to 
deduct the estimated per cent of 
thistles. Then, again, while cattle 


will eat hay in connection with 
thistles, they much prefer it without 
thListles, and there would be consider- 
able hay lost We would anticipate 
no serious results to the cattle or 
colts. 


STORING CORN FODDER. 

A northwestern Iowa correspondent 
writes us that he lost all his hay and 
outside buildings, including barns and 
cattle sheds, by fire. He has since 
built a large barn and has from fifteen 
to twenty acres of corn fodder in the 
shock. He wishes to know if there is 
any danger from spontaneous com- 
bustion from shredding the fodder and 
storing it in the barn to the extent of 
thirty-five or forty tons. He further 
wishes to know whether cattle will fat- 





ten on this shredded fodder, shelled 
corn with straw, but without hay. 

Answering the first question: There 
is no danger from spontaneous com- 
bustion, provided the fodder is suffi- 
ciently dry when put in the barn. 
There is danger if it contains too 
much moisture, and especially if it is 
put in when moist with rain or dew. 
It is simply a question of water. 
Where the forage is at all damp, we 
would not tramp it down, but put it 
in loose and allow it to settle by its 
own weight. 

Cattie will do quite as well on this 
as on timothy hay, but not as well 
as on clover. Corn, straw, and 
shredded fodder is a one-sided ration, 
and should be supplemented with 
some albuminous feed, especially 
when fed to young cattle or dairy 
cows. Perhaps the cheapest balance 
would be cottonseed meal, fed, of 
course, in small quantities, one or 
two pounds a day, depending on the 
weight of the animal.

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AS THE SEEDSMAN SEES IT. 


An employe of a seed house in a 
distant state dropped into our office 
the other day and, after the usual salu- 
tations, we inquired: 

“How much dodder, buckhorn, lance- 
leaved plantain and bracted plantain 
will your conscience permit you to sell 
in clover seed in the year of our Lord 
1906?” 

“Well,” said he, “our firm does not 
make a specialty of clover seed, but 
we try to please the various classes 
of customers. We have a few who 
really want good seed, seed that will 
grow, and as little foul seed as possi- 
ble, and especially of the kinds you 
mention. We keep a limited amount 
of this seed and charge a price that 
will pay for the trouble and loss and 
expense of furnishing as good a sam- 
ple as we can. These men are good 
farmers, know their business, and ex- 
pect to pay what a thing is worth. 
We have various other farmers for 
customers, however, who want some- 
thing cheap. If we ask them say 
seven dollars a bushel for seed, they 
will go over to our competitors, and 
if they are offered clover seed for six 
and a half we have lost a sale and 
possibly a future customer. It would 
be useless to show these farmers 
really good, clean clover seed. They 
are bargain hunters, get-rich-quick 
fellows, and to get their business we 
must sell .them something cheap. 
These fellows would not know dodder 
or plantain of any kind if they saw 
it. They take cheap agricultural 
papers, and hence don’t know any bet- 
ter, and don’t care. We simply meet 
the wants of the trade.” 

“But why not educate these people,” 
we asked. 

“We are in the seed business, not 
missionaries,” he replied. “It is not 
our business to educate the farmer. 
It is our business to sell seeds. Waste 
my time in edutating these people 
who don’t want to be educated? Not 
much. The seedsman is not a mis- 
sionary. It is your business to edu- 
cate the farmers, not ours. When a 
customer asks us for the best at the 
best price, which is the cheapest in 
the long run, he gets it. If he wants 
something cheap, he gets it, and as 
cheap as he wants it.” 

“How do you expect us to educate 
this class of farmers,” we asked. “We 
can not reach them; for the man who 
buys cheap clover seed wants a cheap 
paper; and if he gets it for nothing 
he thinks he is that much ahead.” 

The seedsman shrugged his shov' 
ders and remarked that the problem 
would have to work itself out, and 
that it was useless for either the 
seedsman or agricultural paper to 
waste time trying to educate a man 
until he himself wants to be educated. 

“But,” we asked, “is it not the busi- 
ness of the seedsman to give value 
whether the price be high or low, and 
what value is there in a bushel of 
clover seed, even if sold at a dollar, 
that contains dodder, bracted plantain, 
or other noxious weeds? To illus- 
trate: A farmer came into the office, 
and, standing just where you stand 
now, handed us a weed which we im- 
mediately recognized as lance-leaved 
plantain, and asked us to identify it. 
“This,’ said he, ‘was bought by a friend 
of mine in clover seed, and is thick 
all over his field. It is full of seed, as 
you see. He wants to know what he 
shall do with it.’ We told him that 
the only thing he could was to plow 
that field up, cultivate it two or three 
years, and hoe out all foul weeds of 


he is furnishing a man with what 
wants? Why pollute the fair fields 
these great clover states with weeds, 
which when once introduced it will 
quire years to get rid of? It is 
business of the seedsman to 
these weeds. Why should he 
few cents’ profit be allowed to 
the country?”

ILLINOIS EXPERIMENT STATION 
CATTLE. 


The Illinois Experiment Station a 





year ago bought three loads of caitle 
in Chicago, one of high grade calves | 
weighing 384 pounds average, one of 
yearlings weighing 712 pounds, and 
one of two year-olds weighing 1,032 
pounds. 

The two-yearolds were marketed 
last June, weighing 1.330 pounds at 
Chicago. They cost $4.60 at Cham- 
paign and sold for $6.00, making an 


average gain of 2.9 pounds per steer 
per day for 154 days. The calves and 
yearlings were marketed the first 


week in November. The calves aver- 
aged 946.64 pounds, and those that 
were started as yearlings last fall 
1,327.25 pounds, the calves making a 
gain of 2.04 pounds per day and the 
yearlings 2.2 pounds. 

It cost 7.22 cents to make a pound 
of gain on the older cattle, 5.95 cents 
on the yearlings, and 433 on the 
calves, on the basis of 35 cents per 
bushel for corn and $8 per ton for 
clover hay. The average daily gain 
of the steers purchased as calves 
since January ist was 1.82 pounds, 
and of those purchased as yearlings 
1.99 pounds. The yearlings sold at 
$6.25, weighing 1,285 pounds; the 
calves at $6.00, weighing 904 pounds.

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OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 


Chicago, Noy. 27.—There is a great 
aifference among stockmen as to whether 
it is best to feed cattle or not. Many 
western farmers have gone out of the 
business temporarily, and this is espe- 
cially the case in sections where cattle- 
men have failed to make it profitable 


Many farmers paid too high prtoes for 
the cattle at the start and got them mar- 
keted at a time when the beef trust was 
pounding prices, the result being an 
actual loss of money in some instances 
ind very moderate profits in many cases. 
Down in Missouri many farmers have 
become discouraged and are not feeding 
any cattle, while, on the other hand, 
a firm in central Iowa is feeding some 
600 head of cattle. The eastern sections 
have not lost confidence in cattle, and 
report has it that Pennsylvania farmers 
are feeding larger numbers than usual 
A good many cattle are being fed in 
Ohio, and farmers in Maryland, Virginia, 
and West Virginia are feeding large num- 
bers of cheap little stockers. J. B. Par- 
rish, of Fayette, Missouri, who marketed 
some fat little heifers a few days ago, 
said the farmers in that region had very 
few cattle on feed and the short-fed cat- 
tle have been rushed to market actively 
for the last two months. He added that 
there were a good many feeder cattle for 
sale around there, and good feeder steers 
weighing around 1,000 pounds were 
offered at $3.50 per 100 pounds, but farm- 
ers refused to buy. Young hogs are 
plentiful, and a great many 150 to 200- 
pound hogs are being marketed. Corn 
is selling there at 40 cents a bushel 
There, as well as elsewhere, it is a prob- 
lem with many farmers whether to feed 
high priced corn to hogs, and some farm- 
ers are selling off their pigs before 
reaching maturity because they are 
afraid the predictions of $4.00 or $4.50 
hogs made by the big packers will be 
verified. 

According to Judge Bethea, live stock 
shippers have not been discriminated 
against by western railroads in making 
lower proportional rates on packing house 
products from Missouri river markets 
ine cattle interests had protested to the 
interstate commerce commission that the 
packing house product rate was discrim- 
inative against the Chicago market, and 
the commission held that the railroads 
had no right to charge a greater rate 
for the raw material than for the finished 
product. 


It is stated that in the near future a 
tunnel to the stock yards will be con- 
structed for the purpose of moving 
dressed meats to down-town hotels and 
restaurants. This will protect meat 
from exposure to the sun in the warm 
period of the year. 

Modern Miller says: ‘No change is 


reported in the condition of the growing 
winter wheat crop. Prospects continue 
excellent over the greater portion of the 
central, southwestern, and southeastern 
territory. Rains are still needed in Cal- 
ifornia.” 

Cattle have been 
in recent weeks in fast 
bers, and this has worked quite 
in ruling prices, good to prime beeves 
having been advanced materially For 
the last two weeks the most striking 
feature of the market has been the re- 
ceipt of very fair numbers of extra 
choice cattle weighing from 1,600 to 
1,760 pounds, these steers coming under 
the head of Christmas holiday beeves and 
selling at much higher prices. In fact, 
there has been a gradual upward move- 
ment pretty much all along the line, if 
*the inferior, short-fed, half-fat cattle ar 
excepted, although fair to medium grades 
have sold very irregularly. The aggre- 
gate receipts last week looked small when 
placed {n comparison with the liberal 
marketings in some corresponding weeks

in former years, and there was often a 
good deal of outside competition to ob- 
tain the better class of cattle, with a 
good export demand. Farm-fed steers 
ave found buyers at $2.65 to $3.65 for 
the poorest lots and at $6.00 to $6.60 for 
the best class, with good steers selling 
at $5.25 to $5.75 and medium grades at 
$4.50 to $5.00. A large share of the cattle 


crossed the scales at $3.90 to $5.80, 
exporters paying $4.75, and upward. 
and heifers sold at $1.15 to $5.00, 
few going above $4.25, and $2.00 paying 
for the best canners There were sales 
of bulls at $1.75 to $4.00, stags at $2.50 
to $5.00, calves at $2.00 to $7.40, and milk- 
ers and springers at $20 to $60 per head.

Good cows were wanted for shipment 
to the dairy districts of New York at 
$40 to $60, but the offerings consisted 


of common and medium cows 
from Wisconsin. Western range cattle 
have been selling largely at $2.50 to $3.25 
for cows and heifers, and at $3.00 to $4.00 
for steers, with a few cattle selling at

$4.25 to $4.50 More activity has pre- 
vailed in the stocker and feeder branch 
of the market, and prices averaged 
higher, with sales between $2.00 and $4.15 
Medium to good grades were largely 
called for. 

Hogs have been marketed in much 


smaller valume than one and two years 
ago, and there were several times when 
the downward trend of prices received 
a ‘check, the improving eastern shipping 
demand being a noteworthy bullish fac- 
tor in the situation. The average quality 
of the hogs indicates no scarcity, there 
being plenty of big sows of prime quality 
for packing purposes, with 200-pound 
shoats following along, and pigs have 
been so scarce that they sold at a 
premium. There is practically no sick- 
ness among the pigs, and farmers gener- 
ally are disposed to make their hogs fat 
and reasonably heavy before marketing 
them. The sentiment of the trade seems 
to be that hogs will sell still lower, but 
country shippers have not been success- 
ful in inducing many farmers to sell 
their hogs for $4.50 per 100 pounds. A 
leading commission merchant at the stock 
yards informs his country patrons that 
the situation has strong points peeping 
out here and there, and he regards the 
situation as brighter than appeared pos- 
sible thirty days ago. Hogs sold at the 
lose of the week at $4.35 to $4.95, being 
nearly as high as a week earlier 

Sheep and lambs have been marketed 
n rapidly decreasing numbers, and wit! 
smaller offerings than at corresponding 
periods im recent years, there have been 
several good rallies in prices. Lambs 
have sold at $4.50 to $5.50 for culls, with 
1 few inferior little feeders selling at 
$4.50, but most of the feeders changed 
ownership at $5.85 to $6.50. The best 


range mutton lambs offered brought $7.90, 
but prime native lambs sold for $7.50, 





smaller offerings making a higher mar- 
ket Native ewes sold at $2.00 to $5.25, 
with the best wethers selling at $5.25 to 
$5.50, and the best yearling wethers go- 


ing for $6.36. Feeders were free buyers, 
offering to pay $3.25 to $3.75 for range 
ewes, $3.75 to $4.25 for wethers, and $3.25 


to $5.00 for yearlings. Breeder ewes have 
continued to meet with a good demand 
at $8.50 to $6.00. To some extent the 
marketing of short-fed, half-fat sheep 
has been checked. It is certainly a fool- 
ish practice to market such stock when 
there is every reason to think that it 


will pay to make the tlocks prime and 
heavy. 

Horses have been selling well for a 
week past, with numerous sales of prime 
heavy urafters at $200 to $400, elson 
Morris, of packing fame, paying the top 
figure for a magnificent 1,840-pound Shire 


gelding from Iowa. This superb animal 
was one of a car load of horses gathered 
from six or seven states, the average 
obtained for the car lot being $295 per 
head. Of course, the great bulk of the 
horses went much below such extreme 
figures, however, with drafters selling 
largely at $160 to $200. Good logger 
horses for an pens to northern Michigan 
sold up to Drivers sold as usual 
at $125 to ee with a poorer kind going 
at $65 to $100. Ww. 


Clay, Robinson & Co., under date of 
November 23d, write: “The supply of 
native cattle during the week was rather 
more moderate than has been received for 
some time, and the general tone of the 
trade was better. The feature of the 
week's marketing was the large supply 
of choice heavy beef, and this class was 
quotably strong to a shade higher. On 
Wednesday quite a number of lots sold 
at $6.25 to $6.50, while three loads of 
strictly prime 1,724-pound MHerefords 
went at $6.60, this price being the highest 
paid at Chicago since early last spring. 
However, the strong market in the bet- 
ter grade of steers had but little effect 
on other offerings. The general quality 
of the short-fed cattle continues to be 
extremely poor and the market rules slow 


at all times.. Bulk of _the supplies of 
medium steers are selling at $4.95 to 
$5.25. The demand for yearlings is 
strong, and the best lots sold up to $6.25 


on Wednesday. The supplies of rangers 
at this market have been the largest in 
the history of the trade for November, 
and this accounts partly for the con- 
tinued low level on medium natives. It 
is probables that the poorer classes of 
natives will show some advance during 
December, but wherever it is possible we 
would advise feeders to hold back their 
short-fed cattle until January. On the 
butcher stock market prices are closing 
the week 10 to 15 cents higher on the 
most desirable grades. Supplies of west- 
ern cows have continue unexpectedly 
large, but they are of such quality as 
to interfere but little with the better 
kinds of natives. A strong demand ex- 
ists for export cows and fat light weight 
heifers. All classes of bulls have been 
moving readily at 10 cents advance. The 
calf market shows but little change, ex- 
cepting fancy veals, which are quotably 
25 cents higher, the best selling up to 
$7.00 Values for stockers and feeders 
show but little change, although the sup- 
ply of good to choice kinds is consider- 
ably smaller than the demand. Common 
and fair grades constitute the bulk of the 
offerings, and have been moving at about 
steady prices.

STORING SWEET POTATOES. 


The Oklahoma Experiment Station 
makes the following suggestions for 
storing sweet potatoes: 

“The sweet potato is very easily in- 
jured by rough handling or by being 
cut or having the skin broken, and 
great care should be taken in digging 
and handling the crop. All potatoes 
injured in any way should be mar- 
keted at once or fed to stock. Loss 
from disease in storage is great 
enough when all precautions are 
taken. The potatoes must be kept dry 
and placed in storage at once. It is 
not necessary that they be placed in 
a cool cellar, but they should be 
handled no more than necessary. 

“There are three fundamental con- 
ditions that must be met in order to 
be successful in keeping sweet pota- 
toes. Potatoes stored must be healthy 
and free.from bruises and cuts. The 
potatoes must be dry when stored and 
kept dry while in storage. The tem- 
perature of the storage room should 
be kept between 50 and 65 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The first condition can 
be met by careful sorting before stor- 
ing and by keeping the storage house 
free from rats and other vermin. 

“The second condition named is the 
most difficult to meet. A very good 
method is to keep the temperature of 
the storeroom up to 90 degrees for 
about a week as soon as the potatoes 
are stored, and at the same time give 
good ventilation. This is sometimes 
called the ‘sweating process.’ Pota- 
toes dried in this way are said to be 
kiln-dried. If this process is not con- 
venient a good method is to give all 
the ventilation possible so the pota- 
toes can dry very rapidly for about 
two weeks. It is necessary to guard 
the ventilation and permit only dry 
air to enter, as moist air will depos't 
its moisture on the cool potatoes, and 
this will produce the best condition 
for the potatoes to begin rotting. The 
storage room must be dry, and very 
few cellars meet this requirement. 
The ventilation should be just suffi- 
cient to keep the air pure and the 
potatoes dry. The condition of tem- 
perature should be provided for in the 
construction and location of the build- 
ing. 

“Small quantities of potatoes can be 


kept by storing them in dry sand or 
road dust and keeping them at the 
proper temperature. The old-time 


practice of piling the potatoes on the 
ground and covering them with straw 
and litter and then with soil is too 
often a failure to be recommended.”

one baggage car, two audience cars, and 
two combination sleeping and dining 
cars. Thirty-minute stops were made at 
nearly every station on the Rock Island 
System in this state, the total number 
of stops being one hundred and forty-six. 
At each station, as a rule, two lectures 
were delivered, one on wheat and one 
on corn, the farmers making a_ choice 
between the audience cars according to 
which lecture they desired to hear. 





The Rock Island System paid all the 
expenses of the trip, while the state 
agricultural college furnished the speak- 


ers The lecturers were Professors J. 
T. Willard and A. M. TenEyck, and 
Assistant Professor V. M. Shoesmith. 
Professor Willard spoke on wheat and 
Professor Shoesmith on corn, while Pro- 
fessor Ten Eyck spoke on either wheat 
or corn, relieving the other lecturers. 
Thus each of the speakers spoke two- 
thirds of the time and delivered an aver- 
age of eight thirty-minute lectures per 
day President Nichols acted as direc- 
tor of the party during the first few days 
of the tour, when he was obliged to 
leave the party in order to attend the 


mé etine of the Association of Agricul- 
il Colleges and Experiment Stations, 
Novenihar 14th, at Washington,. D. C 
The train was also accompanied by sev- 
eral Rock Island officials, as well as by 
severel newspaper reporters. and by 
President J. W. Berry and Capt. J. 8S. 
McDowell, of the board of regents. 

The attendance at the different sta- 
stons varied from a few persons to audi- 
ence so large that the two audience cars 
could not accommodate the people; some-

CARBON BISULPHIDE FOR THE 
HEN HOUSE, 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 


“In using carbon bisulphide for de- 
stroying lice and bugs in a hen house 
12x16 feet would it be sufficient to put 
it in early in the morning as soon as 
chickens are out, leaving it until three 
or four o’clock in the afternoon, and 
then open to allow chickens to enter 
for roosting that night? Would it be 
safe to allow chickens in that same 
night?” 

Carbon bisulphide is coming into use 
as an insecticide, and we take this 
opportunity of giving a brief descrip- 
tion of the liquid and its uses. It is 
made by passing the fumes of burning 
sulphur over red-hot charcoal. It is 
one-fourth heavier than water, and is 
very volatile, evaporating with great 
rapidity when exposed to the air, and 
tending to work downward more 
strongly than upward, thus being al- 
ways more dense at the lower levels. 
The only way of determining when it 
is safe to allow chickens to enter a 
house disinfected with carbon bisul- 
phide is by the sense of smell. A 
house 12x16 feet, if perfectly air-tight, 
would retain the fumes longer than a 
house of the same size with openings 
through which the fumes could escape. 
At first the fumes have a disagree- 
able odor, but this soon disappears as 
the sense of smell becomes deadened. 
As the other senses also become be- 
numbed the operator does not realize 
that anything is the matter with him, 
so the only safe way is to keep out of 
the building so long as there is any 
smell. The action of this gas is pois- 
oning as well as suffocating, and great 
caution must be exercised in its use. 
In using it for treatment of insects, 
the usual proportion is to take one 
pound of carbon bisulphide to each 
1,6vu cubic feet of space treated, if 
the building is air-tight; if not, it will 
be necessary to take from two to four 
times that amount. A small propor- 
tion of the vapor acting through a 
long time gives the same result as a 
large proportion acting for a short 
time. 

Before treating a hen house with 
this gas make it as tight as possible, 
see that doors and windows fit snugly, 
fill up all cracks, and thoroughly 
sweep and clean the house. Put the 
liquid in pie pans placed as high up 
as possible; in places which are diffi- 
cult to treat cotton saturated with the 
liquid may be stuffed. Before opening 
the liquid tie over the mouth a hand- 
kerchief which has been thoroughly 
wet with cold water, and get out as 
soon as possible. It is better to leave 
the house closed for twenty-four hours. 
Waile all trace of the vapor dis- 
appears in a few hours after the house 
has been opened and aired it is well 
to be on the safe side and give time 
for thorough airing. It must be re- 
membered that no fire should apprach 
the building while the vapor is pres- 


ent; lighted cigars, matches, and lan- 
terns must be kept away, and the 
door should be tightly fastened 


against children.

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COST OF LIVING, 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 


For the benefit of any readers of 
Wallaces’ Farmer who may be think- 
ink of moving to the city, and for the 
information of all, I wish to exhibit a 
few figures as to the cost of living in 
a city. 

For several years the writer has 
kept an accurate account of the cost 
of living, and the following is a year’s 
average of what it has cost myself (a 
stenographer) with a wife and two 
children, ages two and six, to live in 
a city where I think the necessities of 
life are as cheap as anywhere in the 
United States.

cost of living in the country, on a 
well regulated and properly managed 
farm, is far below that of living in 
| the city. The cost of fuel, milk, lard, 
| butter, meat, bread, street car fare, 
fruits, ete., will, or should be done 
away with as some of these are not 
required in the country, and those

which are can readily be produced on 
the .arm. The miscellaneous grocery 
bill, which consists principally of such 
things as cabbage, potatoes, turnips, 
and other garden truck, would also 
be materially reduced. The laundry 
item could be somewhat cut down, and 
the clothing item might also be re- 
duced by $75 or $100. 

The figures given are very con- 
servative, and cover only what we 
have spent for actual necessities, and 
include a great many things 
but for com- 
pleasure in living, and for 
are required when re- 
They embrace such 
things as home entertainments, church 
and charity expenditures, railroad fare, 
house furnishings, possible doctor bills, 
pleasure trips, etc. Some of these are 
necessary in the country, but not to 
such an extent as in a city. 

Please note that tne allowance for 
milk, at 3 cents per pint, averages 
but a little over a pint a day; and 
that the butter bill, at 25 cents per 
pound, allows but a pound a week, 
both of these items being very small. 
If twice this amount is used, as would 
be in some families, $25 may be added 
to the above estimate. You will also 
note that the average per day for meat 
in our family has been but 14 cents. 
A very small amount of meat cen be 
purchased for this figure, and most 
families would daily require at least 
25 cents worth. Therefore, about $50 
may be added to the above estimate. 
An allowance of but 8% cents per day 
for bread, flour, cakes, etc., is made 
This would purchase but a little over 
a loaf and a half of our small city 
loaves daily, which would not be suf- 
ficient for a very large family. Of 
course if the flour were purchased and 
the baking done at home this item 
would be somewhat reduced. Some 
of the other times are also very low. 


fort and

It will be noted from the above 
that the estimate of living in the city 
would be about $641 per year, or an 


average of about $1.75 per day, de- 
pending a great deal upon the size of 
the family and where they would live. 
In some cities the cost would run 
much higher than this. A man work- 
ing throughout the year, taking out 
Sundays and holidays, on a salary of 
$1.75 per day, which is about the aver- 
age wages paid for work that the ordi- 
nary farmer could do in the _ city, 
would earn in the neighborhood of 
$542 per year, or $99 less than he 
would spend, according to the above 
list. You will, therefore, see how he 
would come out, barring sickness, 
possible lay-offs, accidents, etc., at the 
end of the year 

The writer has lived in both the 
country and the city, and knowing that 
a great many of our country folks 
think that the city life is the only one 
to live, I give this bit of information 
in order that you may know and under- 
stand how this matter looks from a 
standpoint other than yours. While 
the city has its advantages, and may

DOCKING LAMBS. 
Mr. J. E. Fravel, one of our sub- 
scribers in Howard county, Iowa, 
writes us as follows: 


“IT see in your issue of October 27th 
an article in regard to docking lambs 
eight months old, in which you say 


there is some danger. I would like 
to know what the danger is, aside 
from that of blow flies if done too 


early, as I have been doing this for 
the last seven years and have had no 
trouble yet. I simply take my jack- 
knife in one hand and with the other 
hand catch the lamb by the tail. Then 
when the lamb is pulling I sever the 
tail from the top side down; and away 
goes the lamb. Not one has needed 
any attention afterwards. They 
searcely bleed at all. This method, 
however, does not work well with 
young lambs. I would like to know 
the proper method of docking them. 
I have docked some, but they always 
bleed so that I have to tie them.” 
Nothing succeeds like success. If 
eight months old lambs docked in this 
way don’t bleed, that is the way to | 








do it. If young lambs bleed when 
docked, the proper thing to do is to 
sear the wound. We have had very 
little complaint on that line and do 
not remember ever to have lost one. 
We usually docked by cutting off the 
tails when but a few weeks old.

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THE PASS EVIL. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I was riding on a train a few weeks 
ago. I had bought a full fare ticket, 
as all farmers do unless they happen 
to be members of the legislature or 
are going to a political convention. 
An acquaintance of mine, and, by the 
way, he is a member of the legisla- 


ture, took the seat beside me, and 
when the conductor came along he 
presented a pass. It was natural for 
me to wonder to myself what he had 
done for the railroad company more 
than I had. I know that I have fur- 
nished more freight than he. 

I was returning from Des Moines 
with a number of other farmers. At 
Grinnell a well dressed man took the 
seat with me. He was a fine talker, 
and in the course of his conversation 
told me he was a minister of the gospel 
on his way home from Nebraska, 
where he had been on a speaking tour 
before election. He took me for a 
hayseed and our talk soon turned to 
the railroads and beef trust questions. 
He proceeded to give us his opinion 
of the farmers for complaining when 
the city people had to pay such 
enormous prices for meat and when 
the railroads gave the people such 
good accommodations. I told him of 
a neighbor of mine—a farmer and a 
cattle feeder—who started from our 
station at two o’clock in the afternoon 
and should have been in Chicago the 
next morning at six o’clock. He 
reached Savannah at seven p. m., laid 
on a sidetrack eleven hours with 
thirteen cars of heavy cattle, which 
put at least $1,300 worth of shrink into 
the pockets of the beef trust. i told 
him I would venture all I wage worth 
that he was riding on a free pass, and, 
being a minister, of course he would 
not lie another time. 

A young lawyer was in the seat 
ahead of me. He also presented a 
pass. I asked him what he had done 
for the railroad more than I had. 
“Well,” said he, “this is a retainer,” 
or, in other words, the pass was to 
pay for what he could do to keep the 
farmers quiet. 

Just before election in 1894 I said 
to a local agent in our county, who 
was a democrat, that I would vote for 
his candidate for railroad commis- 
sioner. He laughed and remarked it 
would do very little good to do that 
as the word had been sent along the 
line that this particular candidate 
would be fixed all right. 

I understand that our delegations to 
the state conventions last year were 
presented with passes in the interests 
of one of the candidates for railroad 
commissioner. 

It seems to me that it is about time 
for the farmers to do as they did back 
in the seventies—send farmers to the 
legislature with instructions to “clean 
house.” We can hardly expect any 
relief as long as the pass evil is per- 
mitted to exist. It is intended as a 
bribe, pure and simple. The farmers 
of the state should make it a point, 
within the next month, to visit their 
members of the legislature and insist 
that they do all in their power to enact 
a law this winter which will abso- 
lutely prohibit the giving or accepting 
of railroad passes, telegraph and ex- 
press franks to any public officer, 
whether of county or state, and to any 
delegate to a political convention. If 
the farmers of Iowa will do this they 
can secure such a law this winter.

AN OPPONENT TO THE NEW 
ROAD LAW. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

There are so many good things in 
Wallaces’ Farmer that it may look 
somewhat selfish for me to differ with 
you in regard tno the road law now in 
force. Take, fur instance, the farm 
of the writer, and you will see that 
there are two sides. Previous to the 
new law the road tax was thirty-six 
dollars yearly in work and money, and 
usually four farm hands to work poll 
tax, making about six good days’ work 
with teams and men with grader. This 
did the work on two and a half miles 
of road. It has been the only work 
done on these roads for at least twenty 
years and they were as good as the 
average. 

The first year of the new law the 
tax was increased to more than fifty 
dollars, not including the farm labor. 
Two men were sent out from the vil- 
lage with teams and plows, and pre- 
tended to work one day. More could 
have been done in one hour with the 
grader. The next year, with increased 
tax. we had less than one-half day 
with the grader. The present year, up 
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to November 7th, there has not been 
one hour’s road work on the farm, 
notwithstanding urgent need. 

Many other farmers tell me it is 
the same with them. It has always 
looked a little presumptuous to say 
that a man can be hired in the village, 
who has little interest in roads he 
never travels, and yet do better work 
than the farmer who owns the land. 
Is there no remedy? With rural de- 
livery, telephones, and good roads 
farming is no longer simple drudgery. 

However, we want cheaper sugar, 
and we want the republican party to 
give us the parcels post. These are 
two things we want, and we want 
them badly. The express companies 
are of no use to the farmer. Every 
service they render could be done bet- 
ter and safer by the postoffice depart- 
ment. Let Wallaces’ Farmer agitate 
these questions from the farmers’ 
point of view.

AN EFFICIENT CESSPOOL. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Your article in a recent issue an- 
swering the query for a sanitary cess- 
pool and the suggestions as to the 
kinds to use gives me a privilege to 
tell of the kind I have constructed 
for my own use. The cesspool is sim- 
ply made of cement and brick like a 


cistern. It is forty inches in diameter 
and six feet from the iron cap to the 
bottom. It is jug-shaped at the top 
and covered with an iron cap suffi- 
ciently large to permit cleaning when 
this becomes necessary. It is on 
slightly lower ground than the house 
and the soil pipe is carried from the 
cellar at a depth of about three feet 
and is sewer pipe. There is a trap 
in this pipe near the cesspool. The 
pipe turns with an elbow just after 
entering the cesspool and is bent 
downward a couple of feet, reaching 
to within fourteen or sixteen inches 
of the bottom. On the same row oi 
brick but on the opposite side I placed 
the out-flow, and to this I also fastened 
an elbow, so that it extended down- 
ward about the same distance. All 
joints are cemented. By this con- 
struction both pipes are kept full of 
water to the same height and are in 
deep water near the bottom, hence 
no solids or gases will escape through 
them. All waste water entering the 
pool does so at the bottom, entering 
the filled pipe, which would keep the 
water level without any commotion 
or disturbance at the top of the pool. 
By preventing the agitation of the 
water all waste comes into the pool 
from beneath, the drier or crusted 
solids floating upon the top, and the 
liberation of gases is thereby greatly 
lessened. It is a well known fact that 
all waste matter left undisturbed will 
in time be decomposed and eaten up 
by bacteria and it is in this manner 
that refuse is fitted for vegetable 
growth. On this great economical 
principle nature is every ready and 
seeks every opportunity, whenever 
the matter is at rest, to regain the 
waste, and we know that the bacteria 
will here pursue their natural course 
and consequently we prepare a bac- 
teria bed. This gives the bacteria 
the chance to eat up and destroy all 
floating solids; the supply is ever kept 
up from below. The merit of this 
plan will be appreciated when once 
used. 

The water when passing out of the 
cesspool may be carried away by a 
drain tile, or carried through a bed of 
sand, and from there into a drain tile. 
If carried through a heavy bed of 


sand the water will be so purified that 


so far as sanitary purity is concerned 
it would be better than the ordinary 
well or city water.

SHEEP NOTES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Pedigree is no recommendation for 
a cull animal of any kind. 

The sheep is one of the greatest 
aids in building up the worn out lands. 

Weed out the ‘flock each fall; keep 
only the best breeders and feeders. 

Don’t sell ewes of any age or breed 
that you would not breed from your- 
self. 

If any part of your farm is poor and 
brushy either sheep or goats will turn 
it into serviceable pasture. 

A grain ration of two-thirds corn to 
one-third bran is good with the fall 
pasture for the fattening sheep. 

When you buy a pedigree be sure 
you have plenty of sheep with it, and 
let that be of the right quality. 

Few things in sheep husbandry are 
of more vital importance than the 
pruper selection of ewes. 

If you wish to build up a big busi- 
and hold it, you must do unto 
others as you would wish them to do 
unto you. 

Sheep never looked better than this 
year, notwithstanding the amount of 
wet weather we have been having. 

Do not breed the young ewe until 
fourteen or sixteen months of age; 
earlier breeding is not conducive to 
vigor of constitution. 

Sheep will eat brush and weeds 
when they can get no better roughage, 
and when they acquire this habit they 
persist in it and do well. 

There is no other animal kept in 
the stables in winter that will make 
more or richer manure for the live 
weight of them or for the feed con- 
sumed than the sheep. 

You can not starve a profit out of 
anything. So don’t try to do this with 
sheep because it happens to be the 
animal that comes nearest to making 
money out of starvation. 

Much wool is now imported into the 
United States, the home product not 
being sufficient to meet the demand; 
there is also a good and increasing de- 
mand for mutton. In England sheep 
are fed with profit on land worth $400 
per acre. CHANDLER BROS.

MAKING A RAT-PROOF CORN CRIB. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

We frequently see in the farm jour- 
nals articles explaining how to make 
a rat-proof crib. In all such articles 
that have come under my observation 
the writers have directed us to set up 
posts three or four feet high and put 
an inverted tin pan or sheet tin on the 
top of each post. On these posts, 
capped with sheets or pans of tin, we 
are directed to build the crib—a crib 
on stilts. I am surprised when I think 
of it that with all the intelligence of 
farmers and those who make sugges- 
tions to them that there should not 
have been something better offered to 
the public long ago. 

When you put a crib on stilts to 
keep the rats from jumping into it 
you must have a ladder to enable you 
to climb into it when you want to get 
corn. If you omit to take down your 
steps or ladder any time after coming 
out of your crib the rats will ascend 
the ladder and occupy the crib. If 
you are willing to climb the ladder 730 
times a year during the rest of your 
life you may go ahead and put the 
corn crib on stilts. But for myself 
I wish to reserve the energies of my 
legs and body for something of more 
value than climbing. up and down a 
ladder to get corn out of a crib on 
stilts in order that I shall have it 
where the rats can’t get to it. 

I built a small] barn, 32x32, with 
cribs on the sides set upon rock foun- 
dations about twelve or fifteen inches 
high so as to admit a good sized dog 
under the crib floors, using 2x6’s for 
the floor joists and flooring the cribs 
with goc? shiplap planks. The cribs 
are eight feet wide, thirty-two feet 
long, and ten feet high. 
a space between the cribs, not floored, 
16x32 feet, and about eleven feet high. 
I closed this 16x32 central space by 
sliding doors at each end, nine feet 
wide and the same height as_ the 
cribs, shutting up seven feet of the 
open end spacing by shiplap boxing. 

The sides of the cribs next to the 
large central space I railed up by 
using heavy undressed 1x4 crib stuff 
set about one and one-fourth inches 
apart, giving access to air for the corn. 
The ends and outer walls of these 
cribs are shiplap barn siding. Above 
the central space and above the cribs 
is the hay mow, 32x32. This hay mow 
is tightly floored with good shiplap 
lumber, and this flooring forms the 
covering to the cribs. 

So much corn was damaged and 
destroyed during the first few years 
I concluded to try making one crib

rat-proof. I obtained from a _ wire 
cloth mill sufficient wire screen cloth, 
four méshes to the square inch, to 
cover the open railed inner wall of 
one crib, and also to cover the floor 
of the same crib. After spreading this 
wire screen cloth down on the crib 
floor I put on it another shiplap plank 
floor, letting the wire cloth turn up 
at the edges of the crib about five 
inches to prevent any possible cutting 
of rat holes in the crib at the lower 
edges. I hung this wire screen cloth 
to the open railed sides of the crib, 
securing it with common plastering 
lath nailed over the wire cloth on 
each rail, at the upper edge of the 
rail, using shingle nails for nailing the 
lath on. This wire cloth being on the 
outside of the rails, next to the central 
barn space, is protected and held flat 
against the crib rails by the lath. 
Overhead between the 2x6 mow 
joists I spread galvanized screen cloth, 
and secured it and held it up tight 
under the floor over the crib by nail- 
ing lath on it. I have not seen a rat 
in that crib since I put this galvanized 
wire cloth on the floors over and 
under the crib and on the open railed 
sides of the crib. This heavy galvan- 


ized No. 4 wire screen cloth will cost 
three and one-half cents per square 
foot at the mills and you pay the 
freight

PROTECT YOUR TREES IN 
WINTER. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Before the ground freezes too hard 
the young orchard should have each 
tree protected against the ravages by 
rabbits and mice which often gnaw 





about the stem, the former working 
as far up as the lowest branches, and 
the latter at the collar or crown of 
the trex. 

They often begin the work in the 
fall before snow comes. It is a good 
plan to wrap the stems of trees with 
paper, wood, or veneering or wire 
screen. Some use the building paper, 
others prefer wire screening; a wrap- 
ping which has proven to be satisfac- 
tory is the wood veneer, which is 
made by manufacturers of lumber and 
can be bought in different sizes—ten 
inches wide and twenty inches long 
serves the purpose very well. These 
wrappers are soaked in.water before 
putting around the stem and fastened 
by a small wire run through one side. 

As soon as the wrappers are on, go 
along and throw a few inches of dirt 
up about the base so the mice can not 
crawl inside under the wrapper. 

Mice usually are found in rubbish 
or weeds, and can be destroyed by re- 
moving any material of this kind.

SOME DAIRY QUESTIONS, 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A Polk county, Iowa, 
writes: 

“I am just a new beginner in the 
dairy business and would like some 
good advice. What kind of cows 
would you recommend as best for the 
dairy? I would like some advice in 
regard to feeding for the best results. 
Does it pay to feed during the sum- 
mer when the cows are on good pas- 
ture? I intend to commence grinding 
corn and oats to feed now. How shall 
I proportion it, and what shall I mix 
with it, and how much shall I give at 
a feed?” 

If you are going into exclusive 
dairying, I would recommend you to 
take up one of the dairy breeds, such 
as Holstein, Jersey, Guernsey, or 
Ayrshire. Any of these would give 
good satisfaction. It is also true that 
some good cows can be found in 
almost any breed, but. more are found 
in the special dairy types as they 
have been bred for years for this pur- 
pose. 

The so-called “general purpose cow” 
is very popular in this state and is 
found in many breeds of the beef 
type. It is generally supposed that 
the Bates’ strain of Short-horn ap- 
proaches nearer the ideal dual pur- 
pose than any other. When Bates 
built up this breed he had two objects 
in view—the production of butter and 
beef. The tendency with our import- 
ers and breeders has been to cater to 
the beef side, consequently, the better 
milking strains of Short-horn have not 
been brought into this country. A 
Short-horn cow frequently wins first 
place in an English dairy test. 

I am sorry to say, however, that we 
have in this state a number of so- 
called “dual purpose cows” that can 
neither be classified with the beef or 
dairy types, but are simply “scrubs.” 
It is also true that in lowa we have 
a number of cows that give a large 
yield of butter fat and at the same 
time produce an excellent calf for beef

purposes, thus combining the two 
qualities much sought for. Whether 
or not such a type of cattle can be 
successfully bred and perpetuated is 
yet to be demonstrated. 

Professor Grisdale, of the experi- 
ment station at Ottawa, Canada, has 
carried on work along these lines for 
a number of years. He has been suc- 
cessful to a great extent in producing 
a herd of Short-horns that conforms 
to the dairy type, that is, they give a 
large yield of butter and milk, but 
they are becoming more rangy, higher 
up from the ground, and losing their 
beef tendency. Whether or not a cross 
with a beef type or a shorter legged 
animal would be a benefit or bring 
the cattle back to the dual purpose 
type has not been demonstrated. 

In building up a dairy herd one of 
the first considerations should be to 
get a pure ‘bred sire from a milking 
family; that is, that not only his 
mother but his more remote ancestors 
should be of a milking strain. It is 
not necessary to buy pure breil cows 
to start or build up a.dairy herd. The 
first cross, where a pure bred sire has 
been used with a grade, is more than 
a half. The second would be about 
75 per cent, and the third 87% per 
cent, so the fifth cross would practi- 
cally be pure bred. Holstein grades 
will give as good satisfaction as any 
in building up a good dairy herd. The 
Holstein calves mature early and 
make as good veal as any breed. This 
was demonstrated at St. Louis, where 
they won first in the dual purpose 
class. If the dual purpose cow is de- 
sired they .can be bought in many 
places in our state. Possibly half the 
cows in the state are only producing 
one-half or two-thirds the amount of 
butter that they should, owing to 
lack of care and proper feeding. 

The late E. D. Tilson, of Tilsonburg, 
Ontario, Canada, who had the best 
herd of dairy cows that the writer has 
ever seen, said that his grades were 
his best producers. The best cow in 
his herd, which he called “Scotch 
Lassie,” was sired by a pure bred Hol- 
stein, the dam being a Short-horn of 
the Bates strain. This cow gave over 
20,000 pounds of milk in a year, mak- 
ing between 800 and 900 pounds of 
butter. It is needless to say that Mr. 
Tilson was a liberal feeder. He kept 
his cows in the stable nearly all the 
year and fed what might be termed 
a “balanced ration.” Each cow was 
regarded as a machine for transform- 
ing the rough food into the finished 
product. 

There are two common mistakes 
made in feeding cows: First, not 
feeding liberally enough; second, feed- 
ing a ration not properly balanced. It 
has been demonstrated by experi- 
ments that it takes about 60 per cent 
of food consumed to sustain animal 
life, and our profits are largely made 
from the other 40 per cent.fed to the 
cow. Investigation will show that as 
a rule the heaviest feeders in the herd 
produce a pound of milk or butter at 
the least cost and at the greatest 
profit. These statements do not indi- 
cate that an excessive grain ration is 
to be used, or that a cow can not be 
fed more than she will make use of 
economically. 

Possibly more mistakes are made in 
this state than in other states where 
corn and corn fodder are not so 
plentiful. All good rations contain 
substances which serve two distinct 
purposes when taken into the body. 
Certain substances, known as protein, 
are necessary to build up muscle, 
bone, and hair. Protein is found in 
almost all foods, but in large quanti- 
ties especially in clover, alfalfa, cow- 
pea hay, bran, cotton seed, linseed, 
and gluten meals. 

A second class of substances sup- 
ply heat to keep the body warm, fat 
to be stored in the tissues, and energy 
to keep up the functions of the body. 
They are also necessary and are 
found in large quantities in corn, corn 
fodder, timothy hay, wheat, barley, 
sorghum, and sugar beets. The latter 
group of foods are not desirable when 
fed alone for milking cows, as they 
are notably deficient in protein. A 
properly balanced ration will there- 
fore include some of the foods from 
each of the two lists. By the term 
“ration” is meant the food consumed 
in twenty-four hours. 

A good ration might be composed of 
alfalfa, cowpea hay, or clover for 
roughage with corn to constitute the 
grain ration. Cows really do better 
when fed only twice a day. It is 
almost impossible to give a ration 
suitable for all cows. This must de- 
pend on the judgment of the feeder. 
A cow should be fed all she can eat 
each time without wasting any. When 
cows are on good pasture it is not 
necessary to feed grain. As pastures

Professor Eckles, of Columbia, Mis- 
souri, has compiled a number of good 
rations in Bulletin 58, from which If 
quote the following: 

“Ration No. 1: Twenty pounds 
clover hay, five pounds bran, six to 
elght pounds corn. 

“Ration No. 2: Twenty pounds 
clover hay, eight to ten pounds corn 
cob meal, two pounds gluten or cotton 
seed meal.” 

When corn silage can be had an 
excellent ration is: Thirty pounds 
corn silage, fifteen pounds clover hay, 
four to six pounds corn, four pounds 
bran. 

Another ration, where alfalfa or 
cowpea hay and ensilage are avail- 
able, is: Twenty pounds ensilage, 
fifteen pounds alfalfa or cowpea hay, 
eight to ten pounds corn. 

Cows that are exposed to inclem- 
ency of weather must consume an ad- 
ditional supply of food to keep up the 
animal heat. Cows giving a large flow 
of milk must necessarily drink a large 
amount of water. It is best for them 
to have access to water and salt at 
all times, and they need very little 
exercise. 

It is estimated that cows calving in 
the fall will give about 25 per cent 











more milk in a year than those calvy 

ing in the spring, if properly care 

for, as the fresh grass comes on an 

stimulates their waning powers ar 

enables them to keep up the flow 

milk.

SWEET CORN FOR HOGS. 


A Nebraska correspondent writes: 

“IT notice that many are urging the 
planting or sowing of sweet corn to 
be fed to hogs during the summer or 
early fall. Please state how such corn 
should be planted and cultivated when 
intended for such purposes. Do you 
advise sweet corn for the purpose in- 
dicated?” 

We have never been able to see that 
there was any advantage in growing 
sweet corn for the purpose of secur- 
ing early feed. Sweet corn germi- 
nates at a higher temperature than 
ordinary field corn and hence must 
be planted several days later. It fur- 
nishes a larger per cent of carbohy- 
drates and fat than common field corn, 
but this is of no particular advantage. 

We think, therefore, that if a 
farmer wishes early feed it would be 
just as weil, possibly better, for him 
to plant the earliest type of corn, such, 
for example, as Sibley’s Pride of the 
North or Early Wisconsin, planting 
only tested seed, and as early as the 
season will permit,way about the 28th 
or 30th of April or the first week in 
May in latitude 42. He should plant 
thicker than he would plant ordinary 
corn, cultivate it just as he would 
other corn and then at the last plow- 
ing sow to rape or clover. 

This method will enable the farmer 
to get corn of the year’s growing 
earlier than he otherwise would. A 
week after planting Pride of the North 
we would plant Longfellow’s Yellow 
Dent. This is later than the earliest 
variety, but earlier than the ordinary 
field varieties, and will yield well up 
to such varieties as Reid’s Yellow 
Dent, Iowa Silver Mine, or Gold Mine. 


CREOSOTE FOR WORMS IN PIGS. 


A subscriber asks how often creo- 
sote should be given to hogs affected 
with worms. In an article in a recent 
issue advising the use of creosote the 
number of doses necessary was not 
mentioned. 

Our veterinary in reply to this says 
that he has not personally used creo- 
sote as a vermifuge. Dr. Stiles, of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, how- 
ever, is the first veterinary to experi- 
ment with this, and states that one 
dose is usually sufficient, but when 


necessary it can be repeated in one 
week Dr. Stiles says that creosote 
readily destroys worms in the stomach 
of the pig. The treatment as recom- 


mended in a recent issue was coal 
creosote, one ounce; water, ninety- 
nine ounces. One pint of water 
weighs sixteen ounces. One ounce of 
the mixture is the dose for a full 
grown animal, and it is best admin- 
istered with the morning feed. 


CONCRETE HOG HOUSE FLOOR. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

A floor for this purpose should be 
jointless, non-absorbent, hard, and 
durable; should not be slippery, yet 
smooth enough to be easily scrubbed. 
No urine should percolate beneath the 
floor to generate ammonia; also there 
should be no room beneath floor where 
vermin, rats, and mice can harbor. 

No material can so fully meet these 
requirements as can concrete. Dense 
concrete is also a non-absorbent of 
moisture, therefore would be no colder 
than other floors. To build a con- 
crete floor excavate the space for the 
floor to a solid foundation, which 
should not be less in clay than fifteen 
inches beneath the floor line, while in 
porous soil six inches might be deep 
enough. From the lowest point of 
excavation lay tile to outlet, so no 
water will stand in foundation; this is 
important. 

This excavation is now filled with 
gravel, broken stone, cinders, or any 
material suitable for foundation. 
These are carefully tamped or sledged 
as placed and in height carried to bot- 
tom of floor line and having the same 
grade as top of floor. On this the 
concrete is placed three and one-half 
inches thick, with one-half inch of 
mortar top. Mix the concrete as fol- 
lows: Cement, one part; sand, three 
parts; gravel, crushed limestone, or 
screened cinders, four parts. Mix 
thoroughly dry, then sprinkle with 
sprinkling can while it is being shov- 
eled over two times, watching to thor- 
oughly and evenly mix the whole and 
to about the dampness of freshly dug 
earth; now place on floor space, and 
thoroughly tamp before this surface 
dries. Place mortar top one-half inch 
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thick. For this mortar use cement 
one part, sand two parts; mix into 
plastic mortar; spread on top, and 
float off even with straightedge. At 
this point let it set for about twenty 
minutes, or until the water slightly 
evaporates from the surface, then float 
lightly with wood float, leaving the 
surface even and unmarked. It will 
be found that a wood float leaves the 
surface non-slippery. 

The floor should slant towards the 
doors or pen side of hog house, one- 
half inch to the foot. For partitions 
lay 2x4 strips flat on floor, press the 
mortar on either side up to near the 
top of strip (this sheds the water away 
from the wood, also holds it in place); 
on this the structure of the partition 
is built. Troughs can also be built 
in place with cement mortar same as 
used for top. Make a form with sides 
and ends eight inches high and four- 
teen inches wide, and the length de- 
sired; lay two or three thicknesses of 
paper on cement floor so as not to 
form adhesion. On this set form, and 
fill one-half full of semi-liquid mortar. 
Into this press inside form, V-shaped, 
made from two boards six and seven 
inches wide with bevelled ends until 
the mortar is crowded up all around 
even with outside form. After two 
hours remove this inside form or the 
expansion caused by the mortar will 
rupture the end of the cast. 

Where floor space is large it is 
best to lay each pen in a separate 
block; large surfaces of continuous 
floor are liable to check. 

Where an entire new pen is built 
the walls could be built continuous 
with floor, only requiring extra forms 
to carry wall above floor line. 

The cost of the materials for this 
work—concrete and mortar—would be 
about fifteen cents per cubic foot, or 





five cents per square foot of four-inch 
floor.

Bread: It is not good to eat con- 
stantly of warm bread, but when you 


come in some noon to find you have 


miscalculated the state of your bread- 
box, and there is only a crust or so 
left, build a quick fire and try the 
simplest and best of batter biscuits. 
Tilden Gems: 
white flour, one and one-half cups Gra- 
ham or whole wheat flour, two level 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, and a 
pinch of salt into the sieve. Sift into 
@ pan and add gradually sweet milk 
which has not been skimmed, beating 
until batter is smooth. It should be 
just thick enough to drop—not run— 
from the spoon. Drop a spoonful into 
each buttered gem pan, and bake in 
a hot oven fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Corn Bread: This is simple and 
excellent. Put in the sieve one and 
two-thirds cups corn meal, one-third 
cup flour, two tablespoonfuls sugar, 
small spoonful soda, pinch of salt. 
Beat two eggs very light in a pan, 
add one cup sour milk or buttermilk, 
and then sift in the flour and beat 
together until well mixed. Have a 
bake pan on the stove with a table- 
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Put one-half cup of 








spoonful of butter in it. When hot 
pour in the batter and bake thirty 
minutes in a hot oven. Good hot or 
cold. 

Pancakes: Sour milk griddle-cakes 
are quickly and easily made. Beat 
one egg until light, add two cups sour 
milk or buttermilk; sift together two 
and one-half cups flour, one-half tea- 
spoonful salt, and one and one-fourth 
teaspoons soda. Add this to egg and 
milk and beat until smooth. Have the 
griddles hot and well greased. Use 
a piece of fat meat on a fork for a 
greaser. Be sure the batter is not 
too thick to spread out quite thin on 
the griddle. When the cakes are 
puffed and full of bubbles they are 
ready to turn. Whole wheat flour may 
be used. 


Bread Griddle-Cakes: If you have 
a supply of dry bread break up in 
small pieces enough to fill a pint meas- 
ure, or two cupfuls. Soak over night 
in one pint of sour milk. In the 
morning add four tablespoonfuls of 
flour, a smal] teaspoonful of soda, and 
one egg. Beat well, and bake as other 
griddle-cakes. 

A fine investment for a bachelor 
would be a double boiler. Ask for it 
at the hardware store. To this you 
ean safely entrust cookery with no 
danger of having your temper and 
digestion ruined by scorched pans to 
wash and scorched food to eat. If you 
have oat meal, or other breakfast 
foods, start them cooking the day be- 
fore. When you are getting dinner 
fill lower part of double boiler not 
quite half full and put two cups of 
water in the upper part. Set them 
both on stove, and cover. When the 
water in upper part boils stir in one 
cup of oat meal, salt, let boil for a 
minute or so, then set in lower part, 
where the water should be boiling 
also. Now it will not take a great 
deal of fire to keep the water boiling; 
the food can cook as long as there is 
a fire, and finish in the morning, and 
no scorching; only don’t let the bot- 
tom boil dry. Corn meal mush makes 
a fine breakfast dish cooked in this 
way. Use only two tablespoonfuls of 
meal to a cup of water and mix with 
cold water or milk before stirring into 
the boiling water, in order to have 
no lumps. Eat with cream. After 
breakfast the mush left may be thick- 
ened with a little more meal, cooked 
a few minutes, and can be sliced cold 
and fried for dinner. 

On rainy days and when working 
near the house you could prepare 
dishes which require long cooking and 
which may be eaten cold or repeated 
on ensuing days. With a coal fire 
and closed dampers this may be done 
without too much trouble. Then is 
the time for the baked beans and 
brown bread! 

Hominy, too, is very inexpensive 
and makes a good, hearty dish. 
Buy the dry, bulk hominy. Soak one- 
haif cup hominy in two cups of cold 
water over night, and then cook in 
double boiler or serve just as oat 
meal, stirring one-half cupful into a 
pint of salted boiling water. [If it 
cooks dry before coming tender more 
water must be added, but it should be 
quite dry when done. It requires long 
cooking. Of course, it may be more 
quickly cooked in a pan if you have 
leisure to watch it. It may be eaten 
with milk for breakfast, or butter 
added and eaten at dinner as a vege- 
table. It will keep several days in 
a coo] place and may be reheated. 

Rice also may be prepared in the 
double boiler. Wash well and cover 
with boiling water. When boiled near- 
ly dry cover with milk, and cook un- 
til the grains will mash easily when 
you press them against the side of the 
boiler with the back of the spoon. 
Salt when done. If you use a pan or 
skillet instead of double boiler rice 
will cook as soon or sooner than pota- 
toes, but it must be watched carefully 
after the milk is added to prevent 
burning. Cold rice may be made into 
balls, rolled in beaten egg and flour 
or flour alone, and fried. 

When you wish bean soup put on 
a cupful of beans in the morning in 
cold water. When the water boils add 
one-fourth teaspoon soda, let boil a 
couple of minutes, then pour in a 
pint of cold water and remove from 
stove. The beans will settle so you 
can pour the water off. Now cover 
well with boiling water, which should 
be ready in the teakettle. They will 
cook in two hours. Have plenty of 
water on them for soup. 

The easiest way to make potato 
soup is to pare three potatoes, slice 
very thin, and put to cook in a quart 
of cold water. They will be done in 
fifteen or twenty minutes. Season 
with salt and butter and, if you wish, 
you may add a cup of rich milk. 
Dumplings for either soup are quick- 
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ly made. Sift a teaspoonful of baking 
powder and a pinch of salt with a 
cup of flour. Add sweet milk until 
quite thick, just so it will drop from 
spoon. Beat until smooth, drop by 
spoonfuls into boiling soup, and cook 
just ten minutes. Take out and place 
on a plate. These should be made 
after all else is ready for dinner so 
they may be eaten at once. 


Wash potatoes well and cook with 
skins on. It is much the more sensi- 
ble way. Always have water boiling 
when you put potatoes in, excepting 
for soup. Cold mashed potatoes may 
be made into balls, rolled in flour, and 
fried. 


Cabbage will cook in fifteen or 
twenty minutes. Put a teaspoonful of 
butter in saucepan. When hot add the 
chopped cabbage. Cover, and cook 
slowly on back of stove. Or it may 
be pounded to make juicy and cooked 
in the double boiler without either 
water or butter. This will require 
more time. When tender, add salt, 
a little butter and cream. Some add 
a bit of sour cream or vinegar. 

When you have a little leisure make 
some salad dressing. Mix one-half 
tablespoon salt, one teaspoon mustard, 
one and one-half tablespoon sugar, a 
few grains of cayenne or black pepper, 
one-half tablespoon flour. Beat the 
yolks of two eggs slightly and add to 
the above mixture, then one and one- 
half tablespoons melied butter, three- 
fourths of a cup of milk, and, very 
slowly, one-fourth of a cup of vinegar. 
Cook in double boiler until it thickens, 
which will be in a few minutes. This 
will keep for days if you put it in 
a glass jar or bottle and keep in a 
cool place. You will find this good 
eaten over chopped raw cabbage, let- 
tuce, cold cooked string beans, beets, 
cold sliced boiled eggs, raw tomatoes, 
or with bread and butter. 

The best way to cook eggs is to put 
them in a pan of boiling water, cover, 
and set on back of stove where they 
will not boil, for ten minutes. When 
you want them hard for salad, put on 
in cold water, let come to nearly the 
boiling point, and cook for twenty 
minutes. When you take them out, 
drop in cold water for a few minutes 
before peeling. 

In the way of: desserts, a healthy 
appetite will usually relish fresh fruit 
or simply stewed fruit instead of pud- 
dings or pies. Baked rice is delicious 
eaten with cream. In the morning 
take a quart of new milk, put in a 
pudding pan with one-half cup well 
washed rice, one-half cup sugar, and 
a littie salt. Soak half an hour. Then 
bake about two hours, slowly at first, 
till the rice has softened and thick- 
ened the milk; then let it brown 
slightly. Serve het or cold. 

For an old-fashioned baked custard 
beat three eggs, add three tablespoon- 
fuls sugar, a pinch of salt, and a pint 
of milk. Add a little nutmeg, grated. 
It will bake more evenly if the pan 
is placed in another pan of hot water 
in the oven. Be careful not to cook 
too long. If a spoon comes out clean 
the custard is done. It usually takes 
about twenty minutes. A boiled 
custard is quicker made, but is more 
trouble. Heat a ‘pint of milk in the 
double boiler. Beat yolks of three 
eggs, add three tablespoonfuls sugar, 
salt, and flavoring if desired. Pour 
hot milk slowly over the eggs. When 
well mixed, pour back into boile-, and 
cook for a few minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. It is done when custard coats 
spoon or when it becomes thick like 
cream. You will probably cook it too 
long at first, and then it will curdle. 
If the whites of the eggs are used the 





custard is likely to not be smooth, but 
as you will probably not care to take 
time to beat them stiff with a little 
sugar, you may try including them in 
custard. 

If you would avoid rusty cooking 
dishes use granite iron instead of tin 
Keep all food in a cool place. Stone 
jars are good to keep stewed fruit 
in. When a recipe says a cupful or 
spoonful make them level, not heap 
ing, and remember that experience is 
the best teacher.

houses of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, 
even to give attention to the words 
of the law. (14) And they found writ- 
ten in the law, how that Jehovah had 
commanded by Moses, that the chil- 
dren of Israel should dwell in booths 
in the feast of the seventh month; 
(15) And that they should publish 
and proclaim in all their cities, and in 
Jerusalem, saying, Go forth unto the 
mount, and fetch olive branches, and 
branches of wild olives, and myrtle 
branches, and palm branches, and 
branches of thick trees, to make 
booths, as it is written. (16) So the 
people went forth, and brought them, 
and made themselves booths, every 
one upon the roof of his house, and 
in their courts, and in the courts of 
the house of God, and ‘in the broad 
place of the water gate, and in the 
broad place of the gate of Ephraim 
(17) And all the assembly of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made booths, and dwelt in the 
booths: for since the-days of Jeshua 
the son of Nun unto that day had not 


the children of Israel done so. And 
there was very).great gladness. (18) 
Also day by day, from the first day 
unto the last day, he read in the book 
of the law of God. And they kept 
the feast seven days; and on the 
eighth day was a solemn assembly, 


according unto the ordinance.” 

The revival at Jerusalem was now 
in order, as it always is after people 
have been hard at work in a good 
cause and have been working heartily 
together, and it will be deep and wide- 
spread in the proportion that prayer 
has been mixed with the work. It 
is, none the less, the work of the 
Holy Spirit from whom comes the 
mind to work and work together.

to appear before Jehovah thy God in 





the place which he shall choose, thou 


shalt read this law before all Israel 
n their hearing. Assemble the peo- 
ple, the men and the women and the 
little ones, and the sojourner that is 
within thy gates, that they may hear, 
and that they may learn, and fear 
Jehovah your God, and observe to do 
all the words of this law.” (Deuter- 
onomy, 31:10-11.) It appears that this 
solemn regulation had been over- 
looked, “For since the days of Jeshua 
the son of Nun had not the children 
of Israel done so.” (Verse 17.) This 
can not mean that they had never 
ept the feast of tabernacles, because 
they had kept it (II. Chronicles, 8:13; 
Ezra, 3:4), but they had not kept it 
in this fashion; that is, by reading 
the law and making it a time of great 
rejoicing.

round about, with the priests, and 
Levites, and porters, and singers 
(Nehemiah, 7:73), to observe once 


more this ancient feast of tabernacles, 
and now for the first time since Nehe- 
miah’s return Hzra the priest appears. 
He does not appear to have been act- 
ive in the building, of the wall; that 
was not the work for which the Lord 
had prepared him. He was the scribe, 
the doctor of divinity, the restorer of 
the law, and we find him upon his 
pulpit of wood, which seems to have 
been a tower capable of holding four- 
teen men, elevated above the mass 
of the people, in a public place, read- 
ing from sun-up until mid-day, taking 
a whole forenoon for it, to the men 
and women and those that. could 
understand; and further than that 
“the ears of all the people were at- 
tentive unto the book of the-law.” 
Whether in ancient or modern times, 


when the ears of the people are at- 
tentive unto the book of the law, 
when they are hungry for the word, 
and they read it not in a formal way 
nor as a duty task, but to find out 
the will of the Lord, to hear what the 
Lord will say, we may expect great 


things in the way of revival and prac- 


tical reforms. And when the people, 
as in this case, say, “Amen, amen, 
with the lifting up of their hands,”

Now, mind you, Ezra did not take 
a text as a motto or starting place 
for a lot of theories of his own or 
doctrines of human reason, however 
sound and good, but he read in the 
law of God distinctly, and caused the 
people to understand. “And they read 
in the book, in the law of God, dis- 
tinctly; and they gave the sense, so 
that they understood the reading;” 
that is, Ezra and the thirteen assist- 
ants that were with him. Ezra was 
an expository preacher, and hence his 
words came to him as the word of 
the Lord. Had he delivered his own 
opinions or conclusions, they might 
believed him and said it was 
all right; but in reading the law and 
giving the the word came to 
them not as the word of Ezra, but as 
the word of the Lord himself. Men 
may respect the words of a preacher, 
they may admire his eloquence, his 
graces of style and pulpit oratory, but 
when the will of the Lord is revealed 
to them .ney will either bow in submis- 
sion, or else they will rebel. The great 
weakness of preaching in these times

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KILLING OUT WILLOWS. 


| To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The young people in their sports 
sometimes carefully hide some quite 
small article in the presence of all 
but one of their number The absent 
one is then called in and bid to search 
for the secreted article, of whieh he 


or she is as utterly ignorant of its 
identity as of its location, being guided 
in their search by being informed that 
they are growing “chilly” or “cold” if 
going away, or “warm” if approaching 
near and “hot” if quite close to the 
hidden object of their search, and of 
course if they grasp it they are in- 
stantly informed that is “It.” 

Now, Mr. Editor, your correspond- 
ent from Taylor county, Iowa, in your 
issue of November 3d, was getting 
“warm” in sprouting his willows as 
he did, but where he leaves a fair in- 
ference that the particular period of 
the dark of the moon exerted any in- 
fluence whatever on the operation he 
is away off, decidedly “cold.” [I'll try 
to show your readers the “hot” point 
in this operation of easily and quickly 
killing out willows by the sprouting 
process, and it will be practice, not 
theory. Varieties of trees show won- 
derful differences in their ability to 
form what are called adventitious 
buds where there are no developed 
buds when called upon for them by 
some terrible exigency. Many kinds 
lack the power to form any such buds 
at all, so do not sprout at all; many 
others but little; while the willow has 
that power greatly multiplied, hence 
produces a great profusion of sprouts 
from every bit of bark surface above 
the crown, but not from below. I give 
two easy, effective methods, the easier 
one first: The trees should be cut 
very close to the ground (before the 
spring’s work is on) to save after 
labor, because not nearly so much 
bark surface will be left as on high 
stumps. When the sprouts, which 
grov rankly and thick, have attained 
the height of twelve to sixteen inches, 
which in this section will usually be 
before the first of June, they can be 
pulled off easily, twenty to thirty at 
a single grasp and pull of the hand, 
each one pulling entirely out of its 
socket in the bark. After a little 
longer growth each of these shoots 
would become attached to the 
sapwood by firm wood tissues, and 
would not then easily be pulled apart, 
but break off outside of the bark, and, 
of course, would continue sprouting, 
and if they pull out at all it would be 
a slow and severe operation. If the 
sprouts are all pulled clean as I have 
indicated many of the trees will not 
show another sprout, while others will 
start just a few. When these have 
attained about the same growth as 
before pull sprouts again—a very 
short job—and- you are practically 
through with them, though you might 
find a sprout again once in every few 
rods to look after again. 

The other method referred to is to 
take an ax and peel off all the bark 
soon after growth starts in the spring 
so it may separate readily from the 
wood, or at any time after that for a 
few weeks. If all the bark is cleaned 
off to a little below the surface there 
is nothing left which can start a bud, 
but one is liable to leave some bark 
at some point in crevices that will still 
require attention, so I prefer the other 
method, and especially as it is also 
more quickly and easily done. 

As you state, strangulation will kill 
any tree, etc., but we do not want to 
wait to kill willows by strangulation 
when a very much shorter process by 
destroying bud formation is easily at 
hand, even without consulting the 
almanac.

CARE OF SMALL FRUITS IN 
WINTER. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In some sections it is not necessary 
to protect the strawberry plants with 
a covering during the winter. Where 
the strawberry is grown north of 41 
degress latitude it is not a good plan 
to leave the plants unprotected 
throughout the winter. If the natural 
conditions are depended on, such as 
snow, there is much danger owing to 
the fact that some years there is an 
abundance while others there is none, 
so the only sure way to give protec- 
tion is to use some material such as 
oats straw or slough hay. On small 
beds tree leaves could be used, or 
other material, but whatever material 
is used select that which is most free 
from weed seed. Material free from 
weed seed saves much labor the fol- 
lowing year. The bed should not be 
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covered until the ground has frozen 
two or three inches deep. Just as 
soon as it is frozen to this depth, put 
the covering 1, distributing it over 
the bed as uniformly as possible. If 
the plants are covered with about two 
inches of niaterial, and it is evenly 
distributed, it will serve as a good 
protection. If the material is light 
and likely to blow off by strong winds, 
place some heavy branches over it. 
This covering should be left on the 
plants until spring and not removed 
until the freezing weather is over and 
the weather has become settled. 

Of the bush fruits the currant and 
gooseberry are exceptionally hardy 
and need no protection during the win- 
ter, while, on the other hand, the 
raspberries and dewberries are sub- 
ject to injury by very cold weather 
and must be protected after the leaves 
of these fruits have fallen and before 
hard freezing weather sets in. They 
should be covered. The best covering 
is common soil. The canes can be 
laid down by removing a spadeful of 
earth from either side, then one man 
will loosen the roots from the side 
opposite the direction the canes are 
to be iaid, while another man takes 
the cenes in hand and pulls gently un- 
til they touch the ground; then cover 
with soil, being careful not to break 
them. Soil should be put in to fill up 
the hole made by the spade so as not 
to expose the roots. 

Dewberries can be covered by tak- 
ing three or four canes and laying 
them in the row and covering with 
earth. They are more easily covered 
owing to the fact that the canes trail 
on the ground, and do not require 
bending over.
